Tue first two volumes of Prince Metternich’s 
‘Memoirs’ brought the records of his career 
down to the close of the Napoleonic wars. 
The period which followed was, of course, 
much less exciting, but it was, perhaps, 
hardly less important. The forces which 
now agitate society began at this time to 
make themselves felt in all parts of Europe, 
and it was clear to every one who watched 
the currents of popular feeling that the 
world had entered upon a new era. Prince 
Metternich’s method of dealing with the 
great questions of the age is well known; 
but the present volumes, which consist of 
letters and despatches not originally in- 
tended for publication, enable us to trace 
his policy step by step, and to estimate 
exactly the worth of the principles by which 
it was determined. His position during 
these years was almost as imposing as that 
of Prince Bismarck in our own day. Austria 
had played so great a part in the wars with 
Napoleon, and her power seemed to rest on 
80 firm a basis, that the other continental 
states willingly conceded to her the foremost 
place. This meant that the foremost place 
was conceded to Metternich; for nothing was 
done in Austria without his sanction, the 
Emperor Francis, a well-meaning but dull 
sovereign, being only too glad to entrust 
absolute authority to a statesman who knew 
his own mind, and who was sincerely de- 
voted to the house of Hapsburg. It is 
amusing sometimes to see how completely 
the emperor’s public proceedings were re- 
gulated by his watchful minister. When 
he went to attend the Congress at Aix- 
la-Chapelle his route was carefully marked 
out for him, and Metternich supplied him 
with the precise words which he was to 
address to the princes whom he might meet 
on his way. Yet the emperor was invariably 
treated as a man of profound political wisdom 
and tact, and he was often, apparently, in- 
duced to persuade himself that the proposi- 
tions of Metternich were the suggestions of 
his own sagacity. 
After the ““Warof Liberation ” Metternich 
an unrivalled opportunity of taking 
tank among the greatest statesmen of 
modern times. The enthusiasm which had 





been evoked by the war had formed a bond 
of union between the inhabitants of the 
Austrian and German states and their 
princes such as had not existed for centuries. 
A demand had arisen for free institutions, 
and had they been frankly conceded there is 
no reason to doubt that the loyalty of the 
eople would have been intensified. The 
ecision rested with Metternich, and his 
deliberate advice to his own sovereign and 
to the German princes was to violate the 
engagements to which they had pledged 
themselves more or less solemnly when they 
were in need of popular aid. He had an 
almost fanatical hatred of “the revolution.” 
Everywhere he saw signs of an approaching 
attempt to overturn authority, oat a ery for 
Parliaments meant in his opinion a cry for 
the abolition of religion, of property, and of 
all the most sacred relations of human life. 
Hence he regarded it as his mission to 
uphold the existing system, and he often 
expressed regret that so hard a task had 
been imposed upon him. “ My life,” he 
says, 
“has fallen at a hateful time. I have come into 
the world either too early or too late. Now, I 
do not feel comfortable ; earlier, I should have 
enjoyed the time ; later, I should have helped to 
build it up again ; to-day, I have to give my life 
to prop up the mouldering edifice. I should 
have been born in 1900, and I should have had 
the twentieth century before me.” 

The slightest effort to reconcile ancient 
methods of government with modern ideas 
he condemned as a kind of treason, and he 
made the most of every pretext for limiting 
even the few liberties which had been 
already granted. After the assassination of 
Kotzebue, for instance, few of the German 
governments were prepared to adopt severely 
repressive measures ; they felt uncertain as 
to the real meaning of the incident, and 
would willingly have waited to study its 
consequences. Metternich, however, at once 
rushed to the conclusion that secret societies 
were at work, and that Church and State 
alike were threatened with destruction ; and, 
as usual, the man of determined convictions 
and strong will gained the day. Under his 
influence the ministers assembled at the 
conferences of Carlsbad soon began to think 
that they had all along shared his views ; 
and when they had decided upon the famous 
Decrees they addressed to him a letter of 
thanks, in which they praised him for having 
‘‘ discerned with equal clearness the depth 
of the evil and the means of meeting it.” 
‘« The results of our efforts,’”’ they declared, 
“lie mostly beyond our calculation, but you have 
secured for us a rich harvest in the feeling that 
we have, by the results of our deliberations, pre- 
pared for our august masters the means of ful- 
filling their most sacred and indispensable duty 
toward the common fatherland.” 

While at Carlsbad Metternich had several 
interviews with King Frederick William IIL., 
who anxiously consulted him about the future 
policy of Prussia. Metternich had but one 
counsel to offer his Majesty: he was on no 
account to encourage ‘‘ demagogues.”’ 

‘* Tf your Majesty is determined not to intro- 
duce any representation of the people into your 
kingdom (which is less fitted for it than any 
other), help will be forthcoming; otherwise 
there is no possibility of assistance.” 

At an earlier time, writing to Prince Witt- 
genstein, Prussian Minister of State, he had 
urged that the utmost limit to which Prussia 





should go was the appointment of provincial 
Diets, each province being ‘‘ represented in 
a way suitable to its local relations,” and 
the king 

‘* reserving to himself the subsequent decision 
as to the co-operation of the Diets by means of 
a central representation composed from them 
for the passing of the Budget and higher legis- 
lation.” 

His communications with the minor German 
states were marked by the same tone, and 
he was invariably ready to offer the help of 
Austria in the Bund against Liberalism. 
In all this the purity of his motives was 
beyond dispute. He appears never to 
have had even a momentary doubt respect- 
ing the justice and expediency of his con- 
duct. Again and again—in his reports to 
the emperor, in his despatches, in his letters 
to friends and to members of his family—he 
recalls with pride the resolute opposition he 
has offered to his enemies; and occasionally 
he has even a gleam of hope that he may 
have ‘‘ saved society.” There is somethi 
imposing in his absolute self-confidence, an 
it is not wonderful that it produced an 
abiding impression on stronger men than 
the Emperor Francis. Yet it is not goimg 
too far to say that Prince Metternich was 
mainly responsible for the disturbances which 
in 1848 drove him, after nearly forty years of 
public service, into exile. In all the countries 
composing the Austrian monarchy, and 
throughout the whole of Germany, the good 
will which had grown up between princes 
and people had been slowly destroyed; it 
had been replaced by irritation and im- 
patience, in some instances by contempt and 
hatred; and at the first touch of revolt the 
system which he had “ propped up” fell to 
pieces. Its true character was revealed by 
its results, but the succeeding volumes of his 
memoirs will probably show that even duri 
his flight from Vienna he did not lose fai 
in its perfection. 

While Metternich did his utmost to main- 
tain despotism in Austria and to enco 
it in Germany, he found his chief pleasure.in 
diplomatic negotiations which brought him: 
into contact with all the leading E 
statesmen. He was a born diplomatist, and: 
felt uneasy when he had no opportunity of 
obtaining fresh triumphs. At a time when: 
he appears to have had as much work on: 
his hands as would overwhelm an ordinary 
statesman, he writes to one of his corre+ 
spondents :— 

‘‘T am now leading a very idle life. I do 
nothing of any consequence except some stupid) 
home affairs, some tiresome protocols of the 
Hungarian Parliament. I might as well be at 
Madrid or at Madras as at Vienna. For a long: 
time there has been no diplomatic affair in 
Europe.” 

There happened just then to be a lull 
in the storm created by the revolt of the 
Greeks; but new duties were soon to be 
provided for Metternich by the battle of 
Navarino, and by the war between Russia. 
and Turkey which resulted in the Treaty of 
Adrianople. From the beginning he watched 
with grave anxiety the progress of the Greek 
insurrection. He could not, as he explains 
in one of his letters, side with a Moham- 
medan power against a Christian race, 
especially a Christian race which had genuine 
grievances: on the other hand, rebellion 
against established authority was intolerable

to him ; and he was, besides, convinced that 
the interests of Austria rendered it necessary 
for her to disapprove of any movement which 
tended towards the dissolution of the Otto- 
man Empire. His chief object was to main- 
tain a good understanding on the matter 
with England, and some of the most interest- 
ing papers in these volumes relate to his 
efforts to conciliate English opinion. In 
1821 he went to Hanover to see George IV., 
whoreceived him with remarkable cordiality. 
‘‘T found the king,” Metternich writes to 
the Emperor Francis, 

looking much better than I expected. A 
well-known English arcanum, called ‘ Wilson’s 
Remedy,’ had already moderated the attack of 
gout. The king was lying in a chaise longue in 
a rather fantastic Austrian hussar’s coat. He 
wore the small crosses of the Austrian order.” 

After some compliments the king ‘‘ began 

a long speech, which certainly lasted half 
an hour,” the subject being his attach- 
ment to the Emperor Francis, ‘“‘ whom he 
never mentioned without saying ‘Our 
Emperor.’” At the same time he did not 
fail ‘‘to make the most violent personal 
attacks against the Emperor Alexander, and 
still worse against Count Capo d’Istria.” 
“‘ After these alternate attacks and lauda- 
tions,”’ continues Metternich, 
“‘he came to the motives for my coming here. 
He began with a long recapitulation of the events 
of late years, in which he conceded the principal 
part to Austria, and ended with a frightful 
-explosion against his own ministry, especially 
Lord Liverpool, but entirely excepting Lord 
“Castlereagh, whom he described as a faithful, 
vigorous man, quite devoted to the good cause, 
as proof of which he concluded by saying, ‘ He 
understands you ; he is your friend ; that says 
everything.” 

By-and-by, in the course of a conversation 
of more than three hours, the king ‘‘ became 
more calm, and expressed himself with the 
greatest justice and propriety.” In his con- 
versations with the king and with Lord 
Castlereagh, Metternich by no means con- 
fined himself to the discussion of ‘the 
Turkish complication”; he also talked of 
“home affairs”; and it seems a little odd 
that he should have considered it prudent 
to speak of the necessity of 
*‘ keeping the ministry in their places, or, if this 
is not practicable, at any rate of reconstructing 
a ministry under Lord Castlereagh’s leadership 
devoted to the cause, or to us, which is the same 
thing.” 

In a subsequent letter to the emperor he 
claims to have ‘put an end to much mis- 
chief” in the “home affairs of England.” 
He had “ spoken out to the king with much 
freedom, and loyally supported the ministry.” 
During Lord Castlereagh’s lifetime Metter- 
nich was tolerably pleased with the course 
pursued by England; but Canning gave him 
many a bad quarter of an hour. Canning’s 
genius he frankly recognized, but the two 
men were thoroughly repugnant to each 
other. After the death of his rival Metter- 
nich could find nothing better to say of him 
than this :— 


**T do not think it necessary to repeat to you 
the opinion we have from the first entertained 
of the merits of the man whom Providence 
hurled upon England and Europe like a male- 
volent meteor. As for me, you have heard me 
long ago pronounce the judgment which his 
contemporaries have already formed of him. 
The task which the impartial historian will have 





to fulfil concerning the public life of this man 
will be easy. He has shaken everything and 
destroyed a great deal, but he has built up 
nothing—a sad but common thing with men of 
his stamp. England is delivered from a great 
scourge. ” 

Events, however, soon proved that Can- 
ning had formed a more accurate estimate 
than Metternich of the strength of the in- 
fluences which were favourable to Greece, 
and that his critic might have learned much 
from him as to the true relations between 
order and freedom in modern states. 

Some of Metternich’s despatches on the 
settlement of ‘the Greek Question” might 
almost be taken at first sight for despatches 
on the particular phase of the subject which 
at present occupies attention. Without 
exactly opposing the Greek claims, he 
refuses to acknowledge them in their in- 
tegrity ; and he is, above all, anxious that 
the independence of the Porte should not 
be endangered. After the war of 1828-29 
he seems to have thought that the decay of 
the Ottoman Government was inevitable; 
but it was a settled principle of his policy 
—a principle which has been handed down 
to his successors—that the duty of Austria 
is to prevent the process from advancing 
too rapidly, and to observe jealously the 
movements and intentions of Russia. 

The private letters contained in these 
volumes are full of interest, and will secure 
for Metternich the esteem of many readers 
who detest his public proceedings. Amid 
all the splendours of his life there was 
nothing in which he so much delighted as 
simple domestic pleasures. To his children 
he was devoted, and the loss of three of 
them within a few years almost broke his 
heart. In the same period he lost both his 
first and his second wives. Some expressions 
called forth by these calamities sound like 
cries of despair; but even grief did not 
interrupt his labours, in which his energetic 
nature found some relief from sufferings 
that would otherwise have been intolerable. 
The more he suffered the more he devoted 
himself in silence to duty :— 

**T have, happily, the gift of keeping my 

feelings to myself, even when my heart is half 
broken. Of this I have given certain proof 
during the last months. The thirty men with 
whom [I sit daily at the conference table have 
certainly never guessed what I was going through 
when 1] talked for three or four hours, and 
dictated hundreds of pages.” 
He was especially moved by the loss of his 
favourite daughter Clementine, the progress 
of whose fatal illness he watched with the 
most tender anxiety :— 

‘*Tf my heart is restless, so also are my nights, 
which never happens to me when my head only 
is in question: a proof what a quite differant 
power the heart has—just that heart which is 
denied me by the crowd.” 

On another occasion he says :— 

‘The invalid is in the same condition ; fresh 
medical consultations only amuse us with hope 
for the future. Nothing pleases me, for happi- 
ness is not without us, but within. My garden 
house is gay, but I am sad. Great beds of 
hyacinths and narcissus dittuse their fragrance 
far and wide ; to me they all seem withered.” 
Again :— 

“Worn as I am by this agitation, I have still 
to go through long conferences. Yesterday I had 


one of the plenipotentiaries with me in my room 
when they brought me word that the physicians

had assembled, and were waiting for me in the 
sick-room. When I got upto go, my visitor said 
to me: ‘Pardon me, allow me to draw your 
attention to some of the Rhine tolls !’ I assureq 
him that I must go, though the Rhine should 
flow back to its source. The man stood there 
quite confounded, and I left him with astonish. 
ment on his face that any one should do businegg 
in that way. But my first business is the preser- 
vation of my happiness—a business, indeed 
which I do not often follow.” : 
When the end came, Metternich’s grief 
was profound :— 

“*T am still here alone; my wife and my son 
are with Marie. I work and think of my mis. 
fortune. A most beautiful being has been 
snatched from the world. There is in society 
here a lady who is very like my daughter; when 
I met her yesterday I was overcome with tears,” 








Old Country Farming Words. Gleaned from 
Agricultural Books by James Britten, 
F.L.8. (English Dialect Society.) 

Tus is a useful and, from some points of 

view, a most entertaining book. When 

anything is well done it seems ungracious to 
complain that it has not been constructed on 

a different plan from that actually followed. 

We cannot, however, in this case profess to 

approve of Mr. Britten’s plan, though the 

execution of it is almost everything that 
could be desired. He has taken the works 
of three men—Ellis, Lisle, and Worlidge— 
who flourished between 1681 and 1757, and 
has carefully reproduced the words they have 
recorded. The ‘Annals of Agriculture,’ 

1784-1815, and the ‘ Reports of the Agri- 

cultural Survey,’ 1793-1813, have been laid 

under contribution, and the glossary has 
been reproduced from Morton’s ‘ Cyclopedia 
of Agriculture.’ These taken together form 

a body of information which no philologist 

can afford to overlook, and which will be 

found of much use to students of social 
history; but it must be borne in mind that 
these few books are not, with the excep- 
tion of Morton’s ‘Glossary,’ at all repre- 
sentative works, and do not, so far as we at 
present know or may reasonably assume, 
contain more dialectic words than many 
other volumes which might be selected from 
the great mass of our agricultural literature. 

Mr. Donaldson’s ‘ Agricultura! Biography’ 

is, there is reason to believe, by no means a 

complete catalogue of British authors who 

have written onfarming matters, yet between 

1480 and 1800 it contains the names of 274 

writers. Probably every one of these con- 

tains matter which would be of real ser- 
vice to the student of language. We might 
enlarge our demand still further, and point 
out that several of our old law books which 
treat incidentally on rural life are well 
stocked with ‘‘ outlandish” forms of speech. 

And there are extinct newspapers which were 

devoted to rural affairs, such as Evans and 

Ruffy’s Farmer’s Journal, which would well 

repay examination. We of course do not 

mean to suggest that Mr. Britten should have 
undertaken the immense labour of reading 

a mass of printed paper such as we have 

described—though we are not without hope 

that eventhis may be done some day—but we 
do think that he should have introduced us to 
some one or more of the earlier seventeenth 
century men. Of these Gervase Markham 
would probably have been the best, for he 
was the great authority of his day in rura 
affairs, and his ‘Way to get Wealth, 
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‘Master Piece,’ and ‘ Hunger’s Prevention ’ 
are full of local colour. We also think that 
Mr. Britten should have arranged his words 
in one alphabet instead of six. This latter 
defect is in some measure remedied by an 
index, but it renders the book cumbersome 
and is quite needless, for a number or a 
letter might easily have been used to indi- 
cate the book from which the quotation was 
taken. 

A collection such as this might be 
annotated to any extent; almost every 
separate word would tempt some persons 
to make it the nucleus of a huge fungus 
growth of comment. The time for this 
has, however, not yet come, and Mr. 
Britten has wisely kept his illustra- 
tions within moderate limits, usually con- 
tenting himself with pointing out false 
meanings, spellings, or derivations. In this 

art of his work he has had help from Prof. 

keat and Mr. Robert Holland, and the 
notes are almost always short and to the 
point. We have, however, noticed one error, 
anda most pardonable one itis. The ‘Annals 
of Agriculture’ speaks of wheat suffering 
from something which often turns it black : 
“ What we call dolphins with the scent of a 
lobster.” On this passage Mr. Britten says: 
“This would mean infected with bunt (7Z%l- 
ketia caries), which has a disagreeable fishy 
smell.” The bunt has a most unpleasant 
scent, as every farmer whose crops have 
been infected with it knows, but it requires 
some imagination to make out that it is 
“fishy.” The word here used as a symbol 
of a particularly disagreeable smell was 
meant by the writer to indicate the little 
animal known as the stoat, not the edible 
crustacean. It is a common provincialism 
in East Anglia, and may be found rightly 
glossed in the ‘ Paston Letters,’ circa 1490, 
where ‘“‘wesellis, lobsters, polkattys,” and 
other vermin are spoken of as enemies of 
ame. And in the ‘Dr. Farmer Chetham 
MS.,’ published by the Chetham Society, is 
a string of rhymes on the properties of 
English beasts, in which the “ lobstarr’’ is 
very justly charged with killing conies. 

Belfrey, a word which has nothing what- 
ever to do with bells, but is akin to the 
medizeval Latin belfredus, is incorrectly ex- 
plained in the glossary reprinted from the 
‘Cyclopedia of Agriculture’ as a “‘ waggon- 
shed without roof, but covered by a corn- 
rick.” It really means a shed made of 
wood, sticks, furze, straw, or any such 
material. A belfrey may or may not have 
a stack on it, but if it have the stack is no 
inseparable part of it. The word is yet in 
use, and may be found in account rolls of 
early date. It may originally have meant a 
temporary tower or look-out place made for 
purposes of defence. Symeon of Durham 
informs us that Henry I. “‘ligneam turrim 
quam derefreit vocant erexit.” 

Mr. Britten’s collections will be found of 
use to students of folk-lore as well as 
of language. He quotes William Ellis’s 
‘Shepherd’s Guide’ for the notion, still 
fully accepted, that the shrew-mouse inflicts 
wounds on sheep. Ellis seems to have been 
of opinion that they got their name from the 
shrewd bites they are in the habit of giving. 
We commend this specimen of word deriva- 
tion to the attention of persons who find 
amusement for themselves, and fancy that 
they give instruction to others, by making 





etymological guesses. In all seriousness 
this is not more foolish than much that is to 
be found in works of high pretension. 

The notion that loose stones and pebbles 
grow in the ground as potatoes do was, we 
imagine, a current opinion even among the 
educated until geology became popularized. 
Where science has not penetrated it is still 
the ordinary way of explaining the existence 
of “cobbles.” Ellis could have had no 
doubt whatever on the question, for he calls 
conglomerate ‘growing stones.” Under 
the Manx word Ouw—that is, marsh penny- 
wort—the ‘ Agricultural Survey,’ a work of 
scientific pretension, supplies Mr. Britten 
with a scrap of folk-lore which forms a fit 
_— to the transformations of the 

arnacle goose. It seems that in the Isle 
of Man when sheep eat this plant they die, 
and that when their bodies are opened the 
leaves thereof are found “attached to the 
liver, and transformed into an animal having 
apparent life and motion, and retaining its 
shape as an herb.” The table of weights and 
measures reprinted from the ‘Cyclopeedia 
of Agriculture’ will be found most useful 
by those who have not the large book 
from which it is taken at hand te consult. 
It is very imperfect, but is, we believe, the 
best list of the kind that has ever been 
formed. It is much to be wished that all 
omissions and variations from this, which 
must be considered the standard authority, 
should be recorded without delay. 








A Polar Reconnaissance: being the Voyage of 
the Isbjérn to Novaya Zemlya in 1879. By 
Capt. Albert H. Markham, R.N. (C. 
Kegan Paul & Co.) 


Cart. Marxnam’s pleasant book comes very 
opportunely. In the summer of 1879 he 
attempted, on board the Norwegian fishing 
yacht Isbjirn, to reach Franz Josef Land, 
which had been accidentally discovered five 
years before by the Austrians imprisoned in 
the drifting Tegethoff. The Dutch in the 
Willem Barents were more successful; for 
while Capt. Markham and his companion, 
Sir Henry Gore-Booth, were unable to 
approach within eighty miles of the mys- 
terious Arctic land named in honour of the 
emperor-king, Capt. de Brayne actually 
sighted its shores. Capt. Markham was, 
however, convinced that with the aid of 
steam these dreary Polar islands could 
be reached in any average season during 
August and September. The correctness of 
this view did not long remain in doubt, 
for in August, 1880, Mr. Leigh Smith 
landed on Franz Josef Land and explored 
105 miles of the south-western coast, besides 
rounding the extreme western point, and 
ascertaining that the land trended north- 
ward with a westerly aspect. He found 
that in several places there were anchorages 
with good shelter and holding ground, 
where a steamer could wait for opportunities 
to pass northward. Capt. Markham and 
Sir Henry Gore-Booth’s voyage, owing to 
the conditions under which it was made, 
failed to accomplish so much as Mr. 
Leigh Smith’s. But in some respects it 
may be considered the parent of that re- 
markable cruise. It showed what could be 
accomplished even during the brief summer 
and autumn months, and thus stimulated 
the owner of the Eira to undertake the costly 





venture which completely established the 
fact that the west coast of Franz Josef 
Land can be reached in ordinary seasons, 
and forms an advanced base from which the 
unknown regions beyond can be best pene- 
trated. Sir George Nares’s voyage dis- 
appointed those who believed in the capa- 
bilities of the Smith’s Sound region as a 
Polar route. The adventurers in the Isbjérn 
withdrew public attention still further from 
the classic grounds of North Greenland and 
Grant’s Land, while the discoveries of Mr. 
Leigh Smith, made entirely at his own ex- 
pense, have firmly fixed Franz Josef Land as 
the scene for the next great Arctic expedi- 
tion, which, if energy and national pride 
avail anything in stimulating those with 
whom its despatch rests, cannot be far in 
the future. Hence Capt. Markham’s narra- 
tive will be read with an interest even 
eater than such a well-written series of 
escriptions would under any cireum- 
stances have deserved. Eighteen weeks in 
a lively fishing smack, among a dirty crew, 
between whom and the two Englishmen 
there was a linguistic barrier, cannot have 
been agreeable. To a naval captain, 
trained to have everything ‘ship-shape 
Bristol fashion,” the lazy, lubberly habits of 
the Norwegians, lounging about the ae A 
deck, littered with any rubbish whic 
happened to be handiest, must have been a 
daily purgatory. ThisCapt. Markham allows. 
“Old Jog”—as Herr Skibber Jorgensen, 
the owner and nominal commander of 
the vessel, was irreverently styled—was 
not a model mariner. His knowledge 
of English was confined to a Norwegicized 
version of the Jingo song, ‘‘ Ve don’t vant ter 
fecht,” &c., which he had learned from Sir 
Henry Gore-Booth’s servant. This so de- 
lighted him that day and night he could be 
heard trolling it out at the top of his voice. 
His knowledge of navigation was limited, 
and his experience of the North ni/. More- 
over, “‘Old Jog” was, like his crew, imbued 
with a strong instinct of self-preservation, as 
the Englishmen early discovered. For no 
sooner was ice in sight than his spirits fell, 
and it was noticed that when he was at the 
wheel while they slept the Isbjirn seemed 
suddenly to come under the influence of 
‘southerly currents,” which prevented her 
from making any headway to the dreaded 
‘“‘nordlige ishav.” However, even with 
Skibber Jorgensen, energy will accomplish 
much; and so in due time, by ‘‘ keeping at 
it,” the Isbjérn reached Novaya Zemlya, and 
flew the British flag for the first time to 
the north of that desolate El Dorado of the 
walrus hunters. Here, though they were 
prevented by the great ice barrier met with 
in the parallel of seventy-eight from reach- 
ing Franz Josef Land, they collected much 
information regarding the spots on which 
they landed, the nature of the ice, and the 
prospects for an expedition carried out under 
more favourable circumstances than theirs. 
Such a narrative scarcely comes under the 
ordinary canons of criticism. The author 
only claims to tell as simply as need be what 
he saw. This it may be readily granted that 
he has done in as unobtrusive and gentle- 
manly way as the most fastidious could desire. 
Capt. Markham is not a professional man of 
letters, and unhappily, as Sir George Nares’s 
narrative of the expedition of 1875-76 proved 
incontestably, the arts of doing work 
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and telling about it afterwards are not in- 
variably combined in the same person. But 
Capt. Markham writes so well that he 
— fairly be judged on his own merits, 
and has, indeed, long ago passed his 
literary novitiate. Ice, sea, and sky, the 
winds and the currents, and the “ seals, 
and orcs, and sea-mews’ clang,’’ which form 
the staple of Arctic narratives, are apt to 
pall on the jaded appetite of the ‘‘ general 
reader.” But the last Polar voyager is 
not wearisome, and, even when describing 
the reindeer, glaciers, and sea-horses on 
the shores of ‘that island salt and bare” 
which for ages our geographers have 
insisted on Latinizing from the Russian 
Novaya Zemlya into Nova Zembla, the 
famous leader of the Alert’s forlorn hope 
along the ‘‘ Palsocrystic Sea’’ will both 
instruct and entertain. The pages of 
the book are dotted with natural history 
notes, some of which are of considerable 
interest. Of course, a region visited by 
Von Baer and other savanis must be com- 
paratively well known, and therefore could 
scarcely be expected to yield many novelties 
to amateur naturalists, though a trained 
biologist and geologist could doubtless have 
done admirable work in some of these quiet 
Novaya Zemlyan bays, ice-choked and 
desolate though they appear to the unscien- 
tific eye. What specimens Capt. Markham 
collected are, however, described in an 
appendix by various specialists. Some of 
these lists are hardly worth the space 
they occupy, more especiaily as the essential 
facts they record are already incorporated 
in the body of the book. The contribu- 
tions of Sir Joseph Hooker and Capt. 
Feilden form, however, exceptions. Sir 
Joseph gives a valuable analysis of the 
Flora of Novaya Zemlya, though unfortu- 
nately he does not seem to be acquainted 
with the recent advances in our knowledge 
of the vegetation of Greenland, with which 
he compares it. He quotes the now anti- 
quated appendix to Rink’s Danish work, 
evidently unaware that the many dis- 
coveries of the last quarter of a century 
have been taken account of by Prof. 
Lange and others in the appendix to Dr. 
Rink’s ‘Danish Greenland’ (published, 
curiously enough, by the same firm that 
issues Capt. Markham’s book), in the 
‘Flora Danica,’ and elsewhere. Moreover, 
care should be taken in quoting authorities. 
Such a title as ‘‘ Naturhistorische Bidrag til en 
Beskrivesse af Grénland ” is neither Danish 
nor German, but a mixture of both, witha 
little of what is no known language, and the 
book is not a separate work at all, but a pri- 
vate reprint of the appendix to one. Similar 
inaccuracies might be pointed out in other 
of Capt. Markham’s assistants, which are so 
far mischievous in that such blunders are 
apt to extend their area. Nor do we think 
Capt. Markham is correct in considering 
the blue kobbe the Halicherus grypus. The 
latter seal undoubtedly extends its range into 
the Arctic regions, but, if our synonymy is 
correct, the stor kobbe and bdiaa kobbe 
of the Norwegians is Phoca barbata in dif- 
ferent stages of growth. In addition to his 
own narrative, Capt. Markham supplies a 
useful — of all that had previously been 
done in the region which he visited, and his 
cousin, Mr. Clements Markham, who in the 
absence of the author has edited the volume, 





prefaces it with a valuable introduction. 
The two maps are the same as those which 
appeared in illustration of the author’s 
paper in the Proceedings of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, and the cuts, though in 
some cases indifferently engraved, are evi- 
dently the work of a hand practised in 
sketching Arctic scenery. Some of them 
bear the distinct impress of being from photo- 
graphs, though the source of the illustrations 
the writer leaves the reader to guess. 








Philosophical Classics for English Readers.— 
Descartes. By Prof. Mahaffy. (Black- 
wood & Sons. 

English Philosophers Adam Smith. By J. A. 
Farrer.—Sir William Hamilton. By Prof. 
W.H. 8. Monck. (Sampson Low & Co.) 


Or the manufacture of series there appears 
to be no end. Men of letters and men of 
action, classics ancient and foreign, musicians 
and artists, men worth knowing, and menof 
light and leading, seem to be the favourites 
of the book market. The advantages of 
the system are sufficiently obvious. The 
publisher by this means can venture to pro- 
duce works which would not find a sale on 
their own merits. The public have the 
results of research placed before them in 
a short and readable form. Authors can 
obtain a hearing on their favourite sub- 
jects. Yet the disadvantages are equally 
certain, if less obvious. The system panders 
to the growing taste of learning about a 
subject instead of studying it. It assists the 
growing tendency to write études instead of 
books, to be satisfied with the gleanings 
instead of the full harvest of research. A 
book in a series is seldom more than a 
review article ‘‘ writ large,” and it is re- 
markable how few are the instances where 
works of independent value, works which 
would deserve study for their own sake, have 
appeared under this system. ‘The very fact 
of being confined to so many sheets, of 
having to preserve some uniformity with 
fellow workers, is alone sufficient to destroy 
originality. 

In most of the series hitherto before the 
public the want of connexion in the sub- 
ject-matter lent itself readily to a discon- 
nected mode of treatment. Mr. A’s esti- 
mate of one man of action need not clash 
with Mr. B’s estimate of another. In the 
two series the first volumes of which lie 
before us, the series system has a further 
disadvantage: the subject-matter is con- 
tinuous and requires uniform treatment. 
The history of modern philosophy will be 
regarded from entirely different points of 
view according to the beliefs of the ex- 
positors; a Kantian, for instance, and a dis- 
ciple of Mr. Mill would judge Hume quite 
differently. This difficulty has been ob- 
viated to some extent by Prof. Knight, the 
editor of the ‘‘ Philosophical Classics,” for 
all the writers he has enlisted appear to 
belong to the idealist school, and may be 
expected to adopt the advanced Kantian 
standpoint. 

The series begins with an account of 
Descartes’s life and philosophy by Prof. 
Mahaffy, who seems to make it his aim to 
survey the field of learning from China to 
Peru. The life is excellently told. The 


career. He takes his readers through the 
camps and the schools of the early part of 
the seventeenth century without taxing too 
heavily their attention or their know] 
of history. Descartes’s life was free from 
any very exciting incidents except those 
attending the enthusiasm of discovery. The 
“‘erisis of his life’ (November 10th, 1619) 
was not connected with any sudden revergg 
of fortune or contact with any remarkable 
preenee or event. It was due to his 
aving hit upon the Cartesian method of 
analytical geometry. Yet, unlike the 
majority of ig he was fond of travel, 
and the scenes of his life change rapidly, 
Prof. Mahaffy gives just sufficient detail to 
make them vivid and just sufficient reflection 
to make them interesting. Those were the 
days of the knight errants of scholasticism, 
and we hear of elaborate mathematical theses 
being solved by a ar soldier, who, of 
course, turns out to be “aut Cartesius aut 
diabolus.’’ And in all these incidents Prof. 
Mahaffy has his own views of life to impart. 
The discovery of the secret laws which deter- 
mine the origin of geniuses might indeed 
change the future history of mankind, re- 
marks Prof. Mahaffy about Descartes’s birth. 
He rejoices that Descartes was born in the 
sixteenth, and not in the nineteenth, century, 
since in the latter case ‘‘ he would hardly 
have been allowed to escape some of those boy 
competitions in schools, which sap all the 
vigour and originality of ourchildren.” Paris 
was as good as a university to Descartes, just 
as London affords the true university life 
better nowadays than the older universities, 
viz., ‘‘the constant intercourse in conversation 
and friendly controversy of a number of 
learned men, with leisure to pursue their 
special branches of inquiry in a separate 
and undisturbed society.”” He is further 
of opinion that ‘‘a great deal of idleness 
is the best condition of the highest and 
most lasting diligence.” All these di- 
vergences from the straight road of narra- 
tion help to give an individual flavour to 
the book which makes it pleasant reading. 
His account of Descartes’s only love affair 
(if love affair it can be called) is tinged 
with a somewhat unclerical irony (§ 39). 
Throughout the character of Descartes is 
made rather disappointing: his excessive 
caution in publishing his real opinions, 
his want of self-respect in dealing with 
royal persons, and his pride in his own 
originality come out strongly in Mr. Ma- 
haffy’s portrait. 

If, then. this series were intended to deal 
chiefly with the lives of thinkers, and not 
with their thoughts, it might be granted that 
it opens well with the volume on Descartes. 
But this is clearly not the direct object of 
‘Philosophical Classics,” a series which aims 
at giving the history of modern philosophy 
rather than biographies of modern philo- 
sophers. Mr. Mahaffy supplies incidentally 
some details of Descartes’s works when speak- 
ing of the various occasions on which they 
appeared, but he in reality only devotes fifty 
pages (144-194) to an account of the Car- 
tesian system, under which are to be included 
the physics and the ethics. These pages 
are clear and precise so far as they go, but 
it is tolerably obvious that they cannot £ 
very far in acquainting the reader with the 
first elements of Cartesianism. We have

‘ven at the end of the book on the later 
fortunes of Descartes’s ideas are inadequate. 
Altogether, the philosophical part of this first 
volume of the ‘‘ Philosophical Classics” is 
unsatisfactory. Mr. F. Purser has appended 
an excellent summary of Descartes’s contri- 
butions to science, and there is a good 

rtrait of Descartes after Frank Hals at the 

ing of the volume. 

The other volumes begin a series of more 
confined scope than ‘‘ Philosophical Classics.” 
Onthe whole, the isolation of English thought 
from continental influences has been suffi- 
ciently marked up to the present day to 
make its history a well-defined section of 
the general history of modern philosophy. 
The series entitled ‘‘ English Philosophers ” 
is to be devoted to this backwater of the 
history of thought, and Mr. J. A. Farrer 
opens it with an account of Adam Smith’s 
contributions to philosophy. We had to con- 
demn with faint praise that part of Mr. 
Mahaffy’s book which dealt with his main 
subject. We cannot praise even faintly 
either the biographical or the philosophical 
portion of Mr. Farrer’s book. The former 
isthe mere outline of the bare events of his 
life, the latter is a bald abstract of the 
‘Theory of Moral Sentiments.’ Adam Smith 
personally is one of the puzzles of human 
nature: he was at once the most absent- 
minded of men and the shrewdest observer 
of human nature. We get no idea of the 
difficulty of such a character from Mr. 
Farrer’s production. With regard to his 
philosophy, one of the most important points 
to observe is that his ‘ Wealth of Nations’ 
isa part of a general scheme of thought on 
man in his social relations. To omit all 
mention of it in this connexion, as Mr. 
Farrer has done, displays a want of critical 
power. It is not sufficient to abstract and 
print the ‘ Theory of Moral Sentiments’ ina 
condensed form: we should prefer to read 
the original. Mr. Farrer ought to have made 
some attempt to arrange the topics of the 
bookin an order more consonant with modern 
views on ethics, and might have ventured 
on some real criticism of Adam Smith’s con- 
tributions to ethical theory. 

Prof. Monck’s account of Sir William 
Hamilton’s main doctrines is in every way 
a creditable performance, evincing careful 
study of his author and conscientious cri- 
ticism of the often conflicting views enun- 
ciated in various parts of Hamilton’s works. 
John Stuart Mill, in his onslaught on the 
system of Sir William Hamilton, too often 
forgot the circumstances under which his 
opponent’s views had been given to the 
world. The only authoritative utterances 
of Sir William Hamilton published before 
his death were those contained in his ‘ Dis- 
cussions’ and in his notes on Reid. The 
lectures on metaphysics and on logic never 
received a final revision, and were published 
after their author’s death. Prof. Monck has 
taken account of all this, and has, in con- 
sequence, produced by far the most con- 
sistent account of Hamilton’s views that 

been given to the world. He has not 
attempted to fill up the /acune in Hamilton’s 
doctrine, and rightly confines himself to 





up an independent position, such as natural 
realism, the law of the conditioned, the law 
of causation, latent mental modifications in 
psychology, and qualification of the predi- 
cate in logic. On these points he gives both 
a clear description and intelligent criticism. 
He has, besides, supplied a glossary of Hamil- 
ton’s philosophical terms at the end of the 
book which adds greatly to its value. It 
may be hoped that this clear introduction 
may once more direct attention to the father 
of modern English philosophy, as Hamilton 
deserves to be called, notwithstanding Mill’s 
onslaught and the depreciation of recent 
writers. More than any other man Hamil- 
ton has given the form in which the rain 
questions of philosophy have been presented 
up to very recently. In particular, the 
metaphysics of Mr. Herbert Spencer can 
be traced immediately to the influence of 
Hamilton; as, ¢.g., the doctrine of the 
unknowable and the theory of transfigured 
realism. Prof. Monck’s volume was evi- 
dently intended to usher in the series of 
‘‘English Philosophers,” and contrasts very 
favourably with its companion.

Mr. Brack has certainly taken what is 

for him new ground. In ‘Sunrise’ we 

have no yachting, no Highland lochs, 
no Gaelic; on the contrary, we move 
between Leicester Square and Naples 
at the bidding of a Society with a big §, 
instead of following society with a small s 
from South Kensington to the happy 
hunting-grounds of the North. One or two 
passages in some of Mr. Black’s earlier 
works have shown that the subject of 
secret societies has for some time attracted 
him; he has, too, been recently to Italy, 
the home of Carbonari and Camorristi, and 
so, we may suppose, has been led to medi- 
tate on what might happen if Englishmen 
got much mixed up in such things. At 
least, it is hardly to be presumed that his 
society which is to redress all wrongs, and 
in which Home Rule M.P.s, Oxford dons, 
learned men from Owens College, and North- 

country artisans all follow the orders of a 

foreigner of doubtful nationality and ante- 

cedents, is to be valued as the picture of 
something which really exists. In the first 
place, if it did, Mr. Black’s revelations 

would, on his own showing, place him in a 

most unenviable position. So we are con- 

strained to believe that the room in Lisle 

Street, and the council at Naples, and all the 

rest of it, are but the invention of his fertile 

brain. Granting this, however, it must be 
admitted that he has worked out his story 
ingeniously. The notion of a young English-

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do being led, from philanthropic motives 
and the wish for employment, to join such a 
society ; of his becoming an embarrassment 
to the local head of it, and getting told off, 
by means of an arranged ballot, to murder 
an obnoxious cardinal, and so forth, is no 
doubt pretty obvious; but when told in 
Mr. Black’s picturesque way, with plenty of 
‘‘local colour,” the story is not uninterest- 
ing. It has, however, suffered from being 
written with a view to its appearance in 
monthly parts. In such cases it is necessary 
to leave the reader with a good exciting 
situation before him; and in order to keep 
these at the requisite distances a certain 
number of sentimental and other conversa- 
tions have to be interspersed. The best of 
these interpolations deal with the ‘‘ Cultur- 
verein,” a convivial meeting of artistic and 
Bohemian Teutons, undoubtedly studied 
from the life. But on the whole Mr. Black 
is certainly too fond of using three words 
where one would do, and the “forcible- 
feeble” trick of putting people’s thoughts 
in italics annoys his readers here as else- 
where in his works. On the other hand, 
they have to thank him for letting them off 
a tragical termination, to which at one 
time events seemed to point, and for some- 
what more of compression than they have 
been used to find in his descriptions of 
scenery, by which they assuredly do not 
lose. And it is to be regretted that the 
exigencies of publication should not have 
allowed him to extend this to the story at 
large. In one volume it would have been 
an excellent novel. 

‘Asphodel’ is a story written in Miss 
Braddon’s later manner. It does not depend 
upon intricacy of plot, upon crime or 
mystery ; it is as simple a tale as could be 
contrived, with its interest centred upon one 
character. The style is wonderfully easy 
and fluent ; the conversations are brilliant 
pointed, and vigorous; and the description, 


of which there is a great deal, is always 
vivid enough not to be tedious. The tale is 
one of mutual love at first sight. The early 


scenes are charming. There is a schoolgirl 
sketching in the forest of Fontainebleau 
while her friend sits apart doing wool-work. 
A stranger looks over the artist’s shoulder, 
amused at her energy, and makes a comment 
upon her work. Then comes an extem- 
porized picnic, and next day a more or less 
accidental meeting at the chateau. The girl 
is perfectly frank and perfectly inquisitive, 
and amongst other things finds out that the 
stranger is engaged to be married. Soon 
afterwards she goes home, and when her 
sister’s fiancé appears, he turns out to be the 
stranger of Fontainebleau. Then the trouble 
begins. Both strive against their love, and 
it is not till near the end of the story that it 
bursts out on both sides. The power of the 
author of ‘Lady Audley’s Secret’ is shown 
in her latest book not so much in her inven- 
tion as in the ease with which she makes 
events suit her purpose and happen so 
naturally as to leave the impression that they 
could not have been otherwise. Here and 
there a masterly touch is obvious. The love 
of the two sisters for each other shows an 
imagination and a delicacy which those who 
have only read the author’s earlier works 
would hardly expect from her. It must be 
confessed, however, that the book shows skill 
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of a kind which is rather to be regretted. 
Having really but a short story to write, Miss 
Braddon fills it out by taking her people to 
Stratford-on-Avon, and so making an oppor- 
tunity for a great deal of discursive talk 
about Shakspeare, and afterwards to Switzer- 
land, when the book becomes in effect what 
used to be called a ‘‘ picturesque tour.” But 
in spite of all this the reader will find 
himself forced to admit that the book is 
readable throughout. 

It is impossible to tell whether the author 
of ‘Flower o’ the Broom’ had formed the 
~ of his story when he sat down to write, 

ut it is fair and kind to hope that he had 
not, for the conclusion is very lame. As 
in most of the novels of the day which are 
not quite among the worst, there are to be 
found in ‘Flower o’ the Broom’ some good 
chapters. Sometimes one finds them at the 
beginning, when an author has begun to 
write because he had a notion of a good 
situation ; sometimes they occur further on, 
when the writer has accidentally lighted upon 
circumstances which happen to be familiar 
to him. Probably few people would be 
unable to write some good chapters; it 
has even been said that every one could 
write one good novel, though experience 
makes critics sceptical about that. At all 
events, ‘Flower o’ the Broom’ shows 
the usual want of concentration and of 
creative power. Possibly the author might 
succeed by the expenditure of a great deal 
of thought and hard work, and by putting 
an absolute veto upon such phrases as ‘a 
smile sweet and deep and slow as Helen’s 
of old,” and “dazzling refractions [si¢] from 
the wrinkled surface of the distant sea.” 

The author of ‘ From Poverty to Wealth’ 
would be the first to regret the inference to 
which his book might lead the reader, that 
some sort of insanity or imbecility is generally 
found united with unusual moral virtue. 
Paul Lorrayne, the deserving inventor, who 
is raised by a stroke of good fortune from 

verty to wealth before he has quite ruined 

is family and himself in his devotion to 
hot-air brick-making; Simon Small, the 
half-witted curate, who guffaws on the 
slenderest provocation, and brings his hens 
into his wife’s drawing-room; and Mr. 
Midass, the benevolent friend of the Lor- 
raynes, who sends his secretary with a diplo- 
matic ultimatum on the subject of marriage 
to the gardener’s daughter, are all more or 
less farcical specimens of humanity. When 
the author avoids his besetting sin of dull 
jesting, he writes simply and with good 
feeling, though there are a few slips of 
grammar to be found here and there. If he 
practised a good deal of compression, and 
omitted all verbal jokes and quibbles, it 
is possible the author might write an attrac- 
tive story of the simpler sort. 

There is no visiting of the sins of the 
fathers upon the children in Mrs. Bright’s 
story. She deals in some sense with four 
generations, but as there are no villains 
there can be no punishments, and everything 
that has a tendency to be unpleasant is 
smoothed away almost as soon as it makes 
its appearance. The tale is sufficiently in- 
teresting, and would have been much more 
interesting if it had not been written with 
such a desperate resolution not to be familiar. 
Everybody is on stilts throughout, espe- 
cially if a person of quality is supposed 





to be speaking. This, for instance, is how 
the cousin and heir of a baronet declines a 
lady’s invitation to stay in her house: ‘‘ But 
you must not be inflicted. Her ladyshi 
will claim your care in this sad trial. q 
could not fail to be a superfluity.”’ If Mrs. 
Bright would condescend to be more natural, 
would discard italics and scraps of French, 
would use fewer parentheses and fewer 
elliptical sentences, she would write a better 
story. 

‘ Loukis Laras’ has had therare good for- 
tune—an unprecedented fortune for a modern 
Greek romance—of being translated into 
five languages within two years of its first 
publication in an Athenian periodical. 
The French version of the Marquis de 
Saiuc-Hilaire was noticed in the Atheneum 
some months ago. The English version 
is the work of Mr. Gennadius, the late 
representative of Greece in this country; 
and the pleasant narrative of M. Bikelas 
could not have been brought out in a 
more attractive form. Its delicate paper, 
untrimmed pages, broad margins, and 
admirable printing bear witness to the 
care which has been bestowed on its pro- 
duction, and entitle it to be distinguished 
on these grounds alone from the general 
run of novels. The translation appears 
to be good, and the copious notes at the 
end remove every difficulty which might 
arise from the historical and local refer- 
ences. Mr. Gennadius has added to the 
value of the book by a preface on contem- 
porary Greek romance, which supplies in 
a score of pages as much as the ordinary 
reader will care to know about the subject. 








ORIENTAL LITERATURE. 

The Thousand and One Extracts from the 
Talmud, the Midrashim, and the Kabbalah con- 
tained in Mr. Paul Isaac Hershon’s ‘ Talmudic 
Miscellany’ (Triibner’s Oriental Series) show un- 
fortunately, like his former books on the Talmud, 
want of critical power on the part of the com- 
piler and translator. These extracts, ‘‘ bearing 
on numbers,” viz., from one up to millions, the 
best Talmudical scholar will fail to comprehend 
as they stand in Mr. Hershon’s book, detached 
from the middle of Halakhic discussions or 
Agadic interpretations. Indeed, they cannot 
always be understood without a commentary 
even when read with the context. What idea can 
such isolated fragments give the reader either of 
the ‘‘ wisdom” of the Talmud or of ‘‘ the vast 
bulk of what is utterly valueless to mankind,” 
according to Dr. Farrar’s words in his preface to 
Mr. Hershon’s book? The Talmud, it is true, 
is a chaos, but certainly not such an unintelli- 
gible chaos as Mr. Hershon’s extracts represent 
it to be. We shall not quarrel with the trans- 
lator for his barbarous transliteration of Hebrew 
words ; he has evidently learned Hebrew from 
a Polish Jew. On this ground also we may 
perhaps excuse his ignorance of correct Hebrew 
forms when he writes ‘“‘ Meggillah” for Megil- 
lah, *‘Chaggigah” for Hagigah, or, what is 
worse, “Soteh” for Sotah. That Mr. Hershon 
has little idea of the dates of composition of the 
various works usually brought together under 
the name of the Talmud is clear from his preface 
as well as from his quotations, where he puts 
first the Talmud of Babylon, then Aboth, then 
Aboth of R. Nathan, then Soferim, and finally 
parts of the Mishnah. In the extracts from the 
Midrashim the order is still more unchronolo- 
gical, and in those from the Kabbalah it is 
simply ridiculous, as when an extract from the 
Talmud is followed by others from the Kitzur 
Shlh (which ? for there are three of this name), 
a work composed in the seventeenth cen- 
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unmethodical and tragmentary manner 
mention that Mr. “Warchon” gives iittle © 
nothing from the Jerusalem Talmud, the §j 
Sifré, Mekhiltha, and the Pesiktha, no use can 
be or should be made for comparative religious 
sayings, even if the passages were intelligible, 
We have thought it, therefore, a waste of time 
to compare Mr. Hershon’s translation with the 
original. For even if the translation is every- 
where exact, it is at all events made without 
critical method, and the author relies too much 
on the old commentators. We shall quote one 
instance. No. 30 of the quotations is the fol. 
lowing: “All the benedictions in the Temple 
used to conclude with the words, ‘ Blessed be 
the Lord God of Israel unto [from ?] eternity,’ 
but when the Sadducees, corrupting the faith, 
maintained that there was only one world, it 
was enacted that they should conclude with the 
words ‘from eternity unto eternity.’” The 
translator did not find out that Olam has to be 
translated here by ‘“‘world” and not by 
“eternity,” for the Mishnah (Berakhoth 
chap. ix., and not the Talmud Berakhoth, 
fol. 54, col. 1) lays stress upon one and two 
‘* worlds,” and not upon “eternity.” Most 
strange is Mr. Hershon’s note on the passage of 
the Talmud which says, ‘‘ One is in Greek lan- 
guage Hen (€év).” In the note he says, “ This 
fragment is given to show that the rabbis did 
not ignore Greek when it suited their purpose.” 
Now any one who has the least acquaintance with 
the Talmud and the Midrashim knows that Greek 
words and even Greek phrases were freely used 
by the rabbis; what they objected to was Greek 
philosophy. It is a pity to see a beautifully 
printed book of 361 pages turn out on exami- 
nation to be worth no more than waste paper. 
Canon Farrar, who so frequently quotes the 
Talmud in his own writings, ought at least to 
know that Munk never translated any part of the 
Talmud, and could not have been a collaborateur 
with M. Schwab, having died some fourteen 
years ago. 

Messrs. Dulau send us Brevis Lingue Syriace 
Grammatica, Litteratura, Chrestomathia cum 
Glossario: in Usum Prelectionum et Studiorwm 
Privatorum, compiled by Dr. Eberhardus Nestle, 
while from Herr Weigel, of Leipzig, comes a 
Kurzgefasste Syrische Grammatik, by Prof. 
Néldeke. Two Syriac grammars in one year by 
two German scholars may perhaps be supposed 
to be rivals. This, however, is not the case with 
the two books under notice. Each is written 
for a different class of students. Dr. Nestle’s 
small volume forms the fifth part of Petermann’s 
‘¢Porta Linguarum Orientalium,” a series of 
grammars that aim at helping the beginner to 
learn the rudiments only of the respective lan- 
guages, and therefore containsimply the necessary 
outlines without syntax. There is a small chres- 
tomathy with a glossary appended to it. Weare 
thankful to the author for having given inedited 
texts from manuscripts in the British Museum 
and the Vatican Library. His appendix, con- 
taining the bibliography of the Syriac literature, 
which completes Prof. Bickell’s ‘ Conspectus rel 
Syriorum Literariz,’ &c., which appeared in 
1871, is of value. Prof. Néldeke’s grammar, 
although modestly called ‘ Kurzgefasste Gram- 
matik,’ is as complete as a grammar need 
be. There is little of comparative matter, and 
very little or nothing about the philosophical 
development of the grammatical forms in Syriac. 
It is scarcely necessary to praise the minuteness 
and accuracy of the author of the grammars of 
the modern Syriac and Mandaic languages. 
Prof. Néldeke’s book is intended for students 
of a high class, and for those who wish to 
know the Syriac of the flourishing period, viz., 
up to about 700 a.p., for, as the learned author 
says, there can scarcely be a doubt that 
Syriac about 800 a.p. was already a dead lan- 
guage, although it may have long continued 
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to be spoken by learned ecclesiastics. The 
third part of the grammar, which contains the 
syntax, is especially worthy of attention ; it is 
admirably arranged in one hundred and eighty 
, and each rule is illustrated by ex- 
amples from the best prose authors, seldom 
from poetical writers, with the references. Prof. 
Noldeke’s grammar is, indeed, a storehouse of 
sentences drawn from the whole of early Syriac 
literature. Dr. Euting’s table of the various 
alphabets used in Syriac manuscripts compared 
ith the Hebrew, Phoenician, and the different 
Aramaic, which is appended to this grammar, is 
excellent. . : ; 
Congrés Provincial des Orientalistes Frangais : 
Ligyptologie. 1* Bull, Tom. 2™*, (Paris, 
Maisonneuve et Cie.)—This volume consists 
of aseries of articles written by Egyptologists, 
not all French, as amongst the writers will 
be found MM. Golenischeff, Lieblein, Wiede- 
mann, and Erman. A _ great deal of the 
volume is taken up with discussions as to the 
Egyptian notions about the soul. Many of 
the theories started are inadmissible ; in fact, 
each point requires separate research, and 
great divergence of opinion prevails about 
the meaning of ba, or the so-called soul ; qa, 
the departed soul, or person according to 
Brugsch ; ab, the heart, supposed to be the 
centre of ideas; khu, the spirit or intelligence ; 
and khaibi, the shade.

Ix The Classics for the Million (Griffith & 
Farran) Mr. Henry Grey, a gentleman of more 
courage than learning, endeavours to supply 
such an epitome of the chief ancient Greek and 
Latin writers ‘‘ as will stimulate the desire of all 
classes of readers for a better acquaintance with 
the earliest and grandest literary efforts of the 
human brain, which,” &c. The hotchpotch, 
however, as served, is not very appetitlich. 
Many important names, such as the Greek lyrists, 
the Alexandrian poets, Plutarch, Sallust, Lucan, 
and Martial, are omitted. The authors selected 
are arranged in a chronological order, which, 
being founded on the presumed dates of their 
deaths, gives a misleading view of their places 
in the history of literature. Thus Pindar is 
placed after Aischylus, and Euripides before 
Sophocles. The plots of plays and epics, sum- 
maries of history and scraps of philosophy, all 
equally bald, are thrown together with hardly a 
word of biography or comment. The epitomes, 
however, are correct enough and may sometimes 
be useful for reference. The Cruise of Ulysses 
and his Men (same publishers) is a version, by 
©. M. Bell, of the tale told by the hero to 
Alcinous. In a short introduction, plentifully 
illustrated with texts, the author warns her 
young readers not to despise ‘‘ these half-taught 
Greeks” for their defective religious tenets. The 
same lack of taste to which this unnecessary 
moral is due reappears occasionally on subse- 
quent pages, but, on the whole, the narrative is 
told in a bold and vigorous prose such as boys 
might well enjoy. 

Mr. C. B. Berry’s The Other Side: How it 
Struck Us (Griffith & Farran) is one of the 
books which the visitor to North America seems 
to think it his duty to produce. Having, as he 
says in the first chapter, ‘‘ bidden a temporary, 
though hardly a reluctant, farewell to the fascina- 
tions of commerce,” Mr. Berry went on a six 
months’ tour through the United States and 
Canada. He assumes that everything which 
struck him as novel must be a discovery worthy 
of being noted. In his second chapter he gives 
a minute account of an American hotel, and he 
even prints the bill of fare in the appendix. 
He might with equal reason describe a table 
@héte dinner should he ever visit the Continent. 
Though the greater part of the volume is not 
worth perusing, yet a few pages are written in 
a style which does some credit to Mr. Berry. If 
he had the art of selection and compression he 





might have made a readable magazine article out 
of his experiences. 

THE volume entitled Tales and Sketches of the 
Covenanters (Tyne Publishing Company) pos- 
sesses a little interest in virtue of its somewhat 
stilted descriptions of rural life and scenery in 
the south of Scotland, but is in no sense, lite- 
rary, historical, or moral, a worthy memorial of 
Covenanting times. Instead of being ‘‘ a choice 
selection of narratives, founded on fact,” it is 
a mere medley of disconnected traditions; it 
affords no distinct view of the historical position 
of “the struggles,” their cause, progress, and 
issue ; and it is strewn with conversation of the 
a, probably fictitious and at the best 

egendary, altogether out of keeping with the 
serious purpose of the book. A great deal of 
the matter of the volume has no perceptible 
bearing on the subject of which it professes to 
treat, and it is impossible to discover any ground 
for the insertion of such a silly story as ‘ The 
Fair Maid of Carron,’ very like the tale of Poti- 
har’s wife, but with a more unhappy dénotiment, 

eyond the circumstance that it appeared (a fact 
here unacknowledged) in Simpson’s ‘ Gleanings 
among the Mountains.’ 

Tit-Bits for the Table (Edmonston & Co.) con- 
tains many excellent receipts and a few new ones. 
A little vagueness is sometimes to be perceived, 
as, for instance, in a receipt for soup which 
omits one important ingredient, namely, water ! 
We fail to recognize the purpose of the large 
collection of ancient menus appended to the 
book. 

Exstow Cuurc#, like so many other churches, 
has undergone ‘‘ restoration,” and, of course, its 
wood fittings have been ignominiously turned out 
to make way for the art of the nineteenth century. 
Messrs. Walker & Co., of Farringdon Street, 
have bought the wood, and hit upon the idea of 
using it to form the covers of a new edition of 
the Pilgrim’s Progress. The idea is certain to 
take with a large number of book-buyers, and it 
is only fair to the publishers to say that their 
edition is brought out in a creditable fashion, and 
deserves tosell quite independently of its binding. 
A bibliographical introduction is prefixed. 


WE have on our table a large number of serials. 
The Indian List of Messrs. W. H. Allen & Co. 
deserves especial mention for the clearness of 
its arrangement and the consequent facility of 
reference.—The Royal Navy Inst (Witherby & 
Co.) appears now to have established its position 
as a quarterly publication.—The Sportsman’s 
Year Book (Cassell & Co.) is very complete and 
written with much good sense.—To .

Mr. F. Martin’s Statesman’s Year Book for 1881. 
This most useful work contains, of course, a few 
errors, some of which are new, while some have 
been pointed out before. It is implied at p. 663 
that China had not a powerful gunboat navy 
before 1878, whereas a whole fleet of excellent 
gunboats had long before that date sailed under 
the yellow dragon flag. At p. 756 the number 
of electors for the Lower House of Victoria is 
set at 28,725, although the populai ion is one 
million, and ‘‘universal suffrage” prevails! The 

ro of railway extension in France during 
1879 is not noted, although the figures for 1880 
are now accessible ; and there is no mention of 
the Algerian railways opened since 1878. 

TxE number of college calendars on our table 
testifies to the activity in the higher education 





which prevails throughout the kingdom. The 
Calendar of the Congregational Colleges is issued 
by Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton ; that of the 
niversity College of Wales (for the ninth session) 
by Mr. Cornish, of Manchester ; while Messrs. 
Cornish, of Birmingham, publish the calendar 
of the Mason Science College. 
__ In the Report of the Liverpool Free Library 
it is stated that the opening of the Picton Read- 
ing Room has answered all expectations. The 
electric light has been adopted in it with ad- 
vantage both to the books and readers, and will 
ultimately be used in other portions of the 
building. The new lecture room or rotunda, 
under the reading room, will probably be opened 
in the course of the year, and it will give addi- 
tional accommodation for the winter courses of 
lectures. The second part of the catalogue of 
the Mayer Museum is in the press, and will 
shortly be issued. To the Walker Art Gallery 
fifteen pictures have been added during the year 
by donation and purchase, besides other works. 
of art.—The Third Report of the Librarian of 
the Wigan Free Public Library attests the satis- 
factory progress of the institution. The library 
at present contains 24,201 volumes in all, show- 
ing an increase during the year of 860 volumes 
to the reference, and 82 volumes to the lending 
department. The small library of books which 
was placed in the news-room in 1878, for the 
use of the public without any supervision, is still 
quite perfect, but many of the books are now 
nearly worn out from constant use.

THE DEATH WARRANT OF CHARLES I. 
Ill, 

I return to the proof of the existence of an 
earlier death warrant derived from evidence 
given, in the year 1660, upon the trial of the 
regicides. Undoubtedly, the signing of the 
warrant which took place upon Monday, January 
29th, is conspicuously brought out upon that 
occasion. But traces occur of a previous 
execution of that document. Col. Harvey, 
for instance, was tried for having sat when 
sentence was pronounced against the king, 
although the colonel afterwards repented, and 
would not sign the death warrant. The witness 
in his favour stated that, to maintain himself in 
that resolution, Harvey remained with the witness 
all through Monday, the 29th, which he describes 
as the “ a of signing the warrant for the horrid 
execution of his Majesty, not in title only, but 
in reality”; as if some previous signing of 
the warrant had preceded its final execution 
upon the day before the king’s death. And we 
are brought closer to Tuesday, the 23rd, by the 
evidence of another of the regicides, Augustine 
Garland. He said, ‘‘I do confess this, I sate, 
and, at the day of sentence, signed the warrant.” 

Garland’s words at first sight do not seem 
to help my position, as Tuesday was the 
day when judgment, not sentence, was pro- 
nounced against the king. Saturday, the 
27th, was the day when sentence was publicly 
pronounced. But still, after all, Garland may 
be quoted in my behalf if I can show that, his 
memory having misled him, the occasion to 
which his confession referred must have been 
the day when the king was condemned. And to 
do so I will cite two unexceptionable witnesses, 
who shall prove that Mr. Garland, speaking 
after an interval of more than ten years, 
naturally, almost unavoidably, referred to the 
Tuesday when judgment was pronounced “as 
the day of sentence.” Mrs. Hutchinson, writing 
also with more than ten years between her and 
January, 1648/9, thus sums up Charles’s fate : 
“But the king refusing to plead, after three days 
persisting in contempt of the Court, he was sen- 





third refusal to acknowledge the authority of 
his judges, and states that thereupon the Soli- 
citor for the Commonwealth “demanded of 
the Court that they would proceed to the pro- 
nouncing of sentence against the prisoner,” and 
that the Court, having adjourned to the Painted 
Chamber, ‘‘upon serious consideration, declared 
the king to be a tyrant and traitor,” condemned 
him to death, and ordered ‘‘that a sentence 
grounded upon those votes should be prepared.” 
Thus it is evident that in the opinion both of Mrs. 
Hutchinson and of Ludlow, Tuesday, the 23rd, 
was the day when King Charles was sentenced 
to death. And as the words ‘‘A. Garland” 
stand twenty-ninth in the list of signatures to 
the warrant, it may be justly supposed that 
twenty-eight of his colleagues had preceded him 
in affixing thereto their names and seals. 

It will now, I trust, be admitted that there is 
some ground for my assertion that Tuesday, the 
23rd of January, was in all probability the occa- 
sion when the earlier death warrant was tendered 
for signature, and that it was actually signed 
upon that day. But, if that was the case, why, 
it will be asked, was the enforcement of that 
warrant suspended, and what drove the Inde- 
pendent party from their intention to close the 
king’s trial upon the fourth day of session? 
Nothing, as I have stated, occurred in West- 
minster Hall to cause that change of purpose. 
We must look to the House of Commons for the 
event which caused it; it was there that the 
first blow was struck in that contest between the 
Scottish nation and the English Independents 
which was not closed save by Cromwell's victory 
at Dunbar, and which delayed for seven days 
the king’s execution. 

That event was the formal tender to the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, upon 
Monday, the 22nd of January, by Lord Lothian 
and his fellow delegates from the Scotch Par- 
liament, of their solemn declaration, in behalf 
of the Scottish people, against the action of the 
High Court of Justice. In their name they 
declared ‘‘ that it will be a great grief to their 
hearts if they shall see their trusting his 
Majesty’s person to the honourable Houses of 
Parliament to be made use of to his ruin...... 
And to the end it may be made manifest to the 
world how much they abominate and detest so 
horrid a design against his Majesty’s person, we 
do, in the name of the Parliament and kingdom 
of Scotland, hereby declare their dissent from 
the said proceedings, and the taking away his 
Majesty’s life.” 

The Scotch representatives acted precisely 
according to the instruction of their Parliament, 
which was, ‘‘if they [the High Court] proceed and 
pronounce sentence against the king, that you 
enter your dissent and protest.” And they did 
so upon the second day of trial, when Charles 
had made his last disclaimer but one of the 
authority of the Court. His third refusal to 
plead they evidently expected was at once to 
be followed by his condemnation. And this 
surely would have taken place but for the 
intervention of the Scottish Commissioners. 
Much was signified by their protest. It showed 
that the political relations between England and 
Scotland had undergone a sudden and unex- 
pected reversal; it heralded the news which 
reached London within a week of the king’s 
death, that the Scotch, to revenge his blood, 
‘¢ were talking of raising an army, and ali will 
join unanimously against the sectaries of Eng- 
land, and ground themselves upon breach of 
the Covenant.” This was exactly what Crom- 
well thought that he had prevented. The 
Scotch, it will be remembered, sought too late 
to retrieve their surrender of the king to our 
Parliament. They entered into an “ engage- 


ment” for united action between Charles and 
Scotland ; they sent an army into England to 
restore him by force of arms, but in vain ; their 





Argyle as easily drove his more royalist country. 
men out of Edinburgh by the ‘ Whiggamorey’ 
Raid,” and a compact was formed between him 
and Cromwell. And the maintenance both of 
Argyle’s authority and of that compact seemed 
assured, because the Scotch Parliament; which 
met whilst the High Court of Justice was being 
created, was packed with Argyle’s adherents, 

No sooner, however, did the Parliament meet 
at Edinburgh than it resolved ‘the king’s pre. 
servation” to be “‘the business of the greatest 
consequence.” So thoroughly was Argyle out- 
voted upon that question, that he was forced to 
make ‘‘a fair apology”; and instructions were 
despatched to the representatives of the Scotch 
nation in London, first, to make their protest 
against the king’s trial, and then, when that 
was over, they were directed to publish in London, 
and to lay before the House of Commons, g 
demand from the Scottish Parliament that the 
English people should acknowledge Charles I], 
National antagonism, provoked by England’s 
dealing as it chose with Scotland's king, and 
religious antagonism between the Presbyterians 
and the Independents, had in a moment over- 
come the victors of the Whiggamores’ Raid ; the 
compact with the Independents was set at naught; 
and the Scottish people showed that they were 
superior to Argyle and his partisans, and that 
they did not fear Cromwell and his army. 
Hence arose the strength which the Presbyterians 
displayed in the Painted Chamber upon the after- 
noon of Tuesday, the 23rd, and which arrested for 
a time the course of the king’s trial. Dugdale cor- 
rectly describes the result of the Scotch protest 
in his statement that, when made, ‘‘those bar- 
barous regicides respited” the king’s “‘ sentence 
of death for four or five days.” In that respite 
lies the true solution of the ‘“‘ historic doubt” 
which Mr. Thoms has mooted. That respite 
was the defeat of the masterful Independents. 
The delay it caused was to them and to the 
managers of the king’s trial not only vexatious, 
but full of danger. It filled their army with 
doubt and suspicion ; it aroused hopes among 
their opponents ; it gave time to the assembly of 
Presbyterian ministers to publish its declaration 
against the High Court, and opportunity for 
the intervention in the king’s behalf of our best 
allies, the Dutch. 

Again, what annoyance that respite must have 
inflicted upon those who had created the High 
Court of Justice! To justify its name, to con- 
ceal that it was a tribunal revolutionary both in 
origin and object, they had invested the Court 
with all the pomp and circumstance of legal cere- 
monial. And yet despite these precautions— 
although, ‘‘ to prevent all objections tending to 
accuse them of haste or surprise,” the judges 
had ‘‘convened the king publicly before them ” on 
threeseparate occasions—stillthey were de 
from an immediate and public sentence of the 
king : on the contrary, they were compelled to 
treat Charles as if he was a Border thief, to deal 
with him according to “‘ Jedwood justice,” judg- 
ment and condemnation first and trial afterwards. 
Their examination of witnesses to prove the 
criminality of one who was already adjudged to 
death was indeed ‘‘a solemn mockery of the 
forms of justice.” What evidence could gainsay 
or set aside that resolution of the Court which 
had determined that the king’s refusal to plead 
was a confession of his guilt and convic 
of high treason ? 

Even the High Court apparently felt the ab- 
surdity of its position; the witnesses handed in 
their depositions amidst the privacy of asmallcom- 
mittee; and these statements were then read out 
to a scanty gathering of forty-six Commissioners 
in the retirement of the Painted Chamber. How 
unsatisfactory was this transaction is shown by 
Mr. Downes’s appeal, when upon the final day 
of the trial he protested against the way in 
which the king had been dealt with by his 
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judges. It was upon this very ground that Mr. 
Downes challenged the fairness of the trial, 
because ‘it did exceedingly become them to 
be very well satisfied in matter of fact,” by full 
evidence before them that the allegations of 
their charge were true. And “he did affirm that 
not one member of the Court did hear one 
witness vivd voce, and he did press that if the 
Court did give judgment against the king with- 
out a fair examination, it was such a thing as no 
judge at any assizes would do against a common 
person.” Even Bradshaw himself, when, vested 
in scarlet robes, he condemned Charles to death, 
tacitly admitted the meaningless character of 
the evidence ; for he based, speaking in behalf 
of the Court, the justice of the sentence solely 
upon the prisoner's tacit confession of guilt, 
and upon the notoriety of the crimes charged 
against him. 

And now, when the full effect of that pro- 
test against the king’s trial made by the people 
of Scotland is understood, it becomes clear that 
the managers of the High Court were not ina 
position to tender, as and when they chose, the 
earlier death warrant for its execution. They 
would not have dared to do so during such a 
momentous pause in so critical an undertaking 
as the trial of their sovereign, and in the face of 
a powerful nation to whose influence they were 
compelled tosubmit. But still the fact remains 
that a death warrant was dated and executed 
during the week when the Scotch protest took 

lace ; and so the conclusion is almost equally 
certain that the warrant must have been pre- 
sented to the Court for signature during the 
interval of time between the judgment against 
the king and the moment when the Court yielded 
to the interference of the Scottish Commissioners. 

The very procedure of the Court upon Tuesday, 
January 23rd, when examined, shows to what 
straits the king’s judges were driven ; their action 
exactly fits in with the emergency of the moment. 
They had to protect themselves against several 
antagonistic and potent influences, acting both 
from within and from without. In the first 
instance, they turned towards the influence 
nearest at hand; that was, of course, the 
English army. So its desires received the 
first attention of the king’s judges, and the 
resolution which practically condemned the king 
to death was placed upon the minutes of the 
Court. The judges next took thought for 
themselves. To prevent defection in their own 
ranks, and to pledge each other to the king’s 
death, the warrant was produced and signed. 
The Presbyterian interest had then to be 
appeased ; an appearance of concession and of 
yielding to the Scotch protest must be created ; 
and so the resolution to receive evidence was 
proposed and accepted, as the mode by which 
the procedure of the Court could with most 
seeming propriety be protracted. 

And that this is a correct explanation of the 
course ey my by the managers of the trial is 
confirmed by the subsequent demeanour of the 
Court. It betrays to the end that see-saw 
movement which bespeaks the sway of conflict- 
ing interests. Upon the day of public sentence, 
Saturday, the 27th, when, all difficulty and op- 
position being surmounted, the Court was able 
to face the people in Westminster Hall, the 
judges to this extent took them into their 
confidence. They made it known, in the most 
authoritative way, that upon the third day of 
trial, before the witnesses were heard, they had 
passed a resolution which was equivalent to that 
“speedy judgment” against the king which had 
that day been demanded of them; but nothing 
was said about the death warrant. This admis- 
‘ion and this concealment are equally explic- 
able. On the one hand, the passions of the 
soldiers must be respected. Their cries for 

Justice” which resounded through the Hall 
were directed more against the High Court 
than against the king. Its four days of seclu- 
sion must be explained away; and so the judges 
availed themselves of that occasion to show that 
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they were throughout “‘upon the square” with 
their army. But, upon the other hand, the 
representatives of the Scotch Parliament were 
also present. They must not know that the 
king’s fate had been made secure by hand 
and seal before the pretended trial had begun ; 
and so the original date borne by the death 
warrant was scraped out, and the fraudulent 
description of its engrossment and signature 
upon Monday, the 29th of January, was de- 
vised; and the High Court by its last act put 
a finishing touch to the tangled web of deceit 
7 had been woven upon the previous Tues- 


y- 

Whatever use I may have made of the 
strange alterations in the death warrant of 
Charles I. to which Mr. Thoms has drawn 
attention, about the value and _ historical 
importance of his inquiries no uncertainty 
can be felt. They are especially applicable 
to the present time. The modern mode of 
treating the king’s trial is to avoid any expres- 
sion of decided opinion, and to meet all engaged 
in that event with expressions of sympathy and 
respect. That the High Court acted justly is 
taken for granted, though not asserted ; but in 
return the solemnity of its ceremonial is dwelt 
upon with emphasis. It is assumed rather than 
decisively stated that Charles deserved his fate ; 
and to make amends, full recognition is given 
to his dignified demeanour and to “‘ his comely 
head.” This is but a slip-slop method of dealing 
with one of the most marked incidents in Eng- 
lish history ; and its best corrective will be found 
in those results of acute and skilful investigation 
which Mr. Thoms has published in his pamphlet 
on the death warrant of Charles I.

THE NEW INDIAN CENSUS. 
Oxford, Feb. 21, 1881. 

TxeE new Indian census is now being taken, 
and Sanskrit scholars will be interested in learn- 
ing that, at the recommendation of certain 
eminent natives, three new headings have been 
added to the census papers, at least for those 

arts of India in which Brahmans abound. 
These headings are Gotra, S’akha, and Sitra. It 
is well known that every Brahman prides him- 
self on his pedigree, and clings to the names of 
his ancestors with far more tenacity than the 
most aristocratic of our aristocracy. He must 
of necessity belong to a particular Gotra or tribe, 
of which there were originally seven, descended 
from the seven great sages, afterwards multiplied 
by seven into forty-nine, and, according to 
some reckonings, into many more. As to the 
number of sub-tribes, they seem to be indefinite. 
Again, every one of these tribes lays claim to 
the possession of certain distinguished names 
among its ancestry. Some claim three, others 
five, and every Brahman is bound by his religion 
to repeat the names of these ancestors with the 
name of his Gotra at the end of his daily morn- 
ing prayers (pratah-Sandhya). He must also 
repeat the name of the particular S’akha or 
branch of the Veda to which he belongs, and of 
the particular Sitra or collection of ceremonial 
rules which he follows. Long lists of Gotras 
and S‘akhas as they existed ages ago, — 
centuries before Christ, are to be found in the 
Brahmanas, Sitras, and more recent works, 
particularly in the ‘ Charana-vyiha.’ How many 
of the original Gotras and S‘akhas still exist has 
been for some time a vexed question, and this 
question the present census seems likely to set 
at rest.

Not only has Mr. ing Gould 
made no acknowledgment of his indebtedness, 
but the remark in his preface that ‘ this story of 
extraordinary power and pathos......has deserved 
translation before this’ is susceptible of an in- 
terpretation that would only add a graver shade 
to the charge which we are surprised to have to 
bring against a gentleman of his standing and 
reputation.” 








THREE SONNETS FROM CAMOENS. 


As the first two stanzas (canto i.) are perhaps 
the most difficult in the ‘ Lusiads,’ so the 352 
sonnets begin with a sore trial for translators— 
I mean literal translators. Here is a specimen 
of No. i. :— 

Em quanto quiz Fortuna que tivesse, &c. 
While Fortune willéd that for me remain 
Some grateful esp'rance of some glad content, 
The joys of gentle thought a longing lent 
To pen life’s pleasures and depaint its pain ; 
But Cupid, fearing lest such writ contain 
Lere for the judgments Love hath never shent, 
With darkling tortures ’gan my wits torment 
That of his treach’ry I should ne'er complain. 
O ye, whom Love's obligeance may subject

AUTHORS AND PUBLISHERS. 
294, City Road, Feb. 23, 1881. 
Wit you allow me to enter my protest 
against the insidious attempts so constantly 
made to separate the interests of authors and 
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publishers? Rightly understood, they are, on 
the subject of copyright, identical ; for the one 
cannot thrive without the other, and the common 
object is to bring the author's writings before 
the public in such a manner as to secure the 
highest remuneration. They do not diverge 
until the question of the division of this 
remuneration comes under consideration, and 
competition between publishers is sufficient to 
r te this equitably. 

he Copyright Association, with which I 
have the pleasure of being connected, sternly 
refuses to work for any other interest than that 
of the “copyright owner,” be he author or 
publisher ; and I do not know of the existence 
of any society which specially looks after the 
interests of publishers, nor do I think it neces- 
sary to have one. From the nature of the case 
publishers are often large owners of copyright 
and also advisers to authors, and they should 
therefore have a knowledge of, and take a special 
interest in, the laws which regulate it in this 
country. Take in proof of this assertion the 
recent action of the two societies which have 
considered the subject of Anglo-American copy- 
right in compliance with the request of the 
Board of Trade. 

On the 8th inst. the Committee of the 
Copyright Association, composed of both authors 
aa publishers, passed the following resolu- 
tions :— 

1, That while the proposed draft requires amend- 
ment in matters of detail, it affords in the opinion 
of this Association a suitable basis for the negotia- 
tion of a treaty with the United States. 

2. That this Association is of opinion that the 
time within which a British copyright owner can 
»btain copyright in America by republication in that 
country should not be less thon six months from 
the time of the original publication of his work. 

3. That the second and third riders proposed by 
the Board of Trade are inconsistent with the terms 
of the American draft, and are not required by the 
Americans themselves. 

Compare them with those passed by the Inter- 
national Literary Association, which consists 
chiefly of British and foreign authors, held on 
the 12th inst., and referred to in your first 
article last week. 

Although the societies are working quite 
Sy of each other, these resolutions 
I hold to be practically the same ; and when the 
papers on the subject are laid before Parliament, 
as promised by Mr. Chamberlain, I am sure it 
will be seen that there is not any more anta- 
gonism or difference of opinion on this subject 
than naturally arises from independence of 
thought. 

I am sorry to trouble you with so long a 
letter, but I wish, if possible, to extinguish the 
suspicion that authors and publishers are work- 
ing for different ends. It is not to the interest 
of either class to do so, and you may safely trust 
their self-interests to regulate their actions.

*,* If Mr. Daldy means that authors and 
publishers work for the same end when their 
design is to make money, he states what cannot 
be controverted ; butacommon belief or suspicion 
prevails that the measure of success is not 
identical. Mr. Daldy says that he does not 
know of any society which “specially looks 
after the interests of publishers,” but possibly the 
reason is that publishers are well able to take 
care of themselves. Invitations to the meeting 
of the International Literary Association were 
addressed to all the leading publishers. Were 
invitations sent by the Copyright Association to 
all the leading authors? If the publishers did 
not attend the former meeting, it was because 
they did not choose to go; if authors were not 
adequately represented at the meeting of the 
Copyright Association, it was because they were 
not invited. 











Literary Gossip. 


Mr. Writu1AM Bracx is said to be engaged 
in writing a short story, of which the scene 
will be Brighton and its vicinity. 

Lorp Hoveunrton has aceepted the nomina- 
tion to the office of President of the London 
Library, rendered vacant by the death of 
Mr. Carlyle. 

Mr. Marruew Arnoxp, who, by the way, 
is contributing an article on Byron to the 
new number of Macmillan’s Magazine, has 
consented to reprint, in the new edition of 
his poems, the piece for which we pleaded 
some time ago. The prefaces, however, so 
cherished by the possessors of the early 
volumes, are not to be reproduced. It is a 
gratifying fact that the demand for Mr. 
Arnold’s poetry is now large. 


Messrs. Lonemans have in the press the 
first two volumes of Mr. 8. R. Gardiner’s 
‘Fall of the Monarchy of Charles I.’ The 
first volume takes up the story with the Star 
Chamber proceedings against Prynne, Bur- 
ton, and Bastwick in the summer of 1687, 
and carries it down to the opening of the 
Long Parliament. The second volume is 
devoted to the history of the Long Parlia- 
ment down to the beginning of the Civil 
War. The author has had before him 
a considerable amount of new material, espe- 
cially in the despatches of foreign ambas- 
sadors. He has thus been enabled to trace 
out the intrigues of the Court morethoroughly 
than has hitherto been done, though there 
is much that still remains unknown. 
Another feature of the work is the pains 
taken to give a full account of the rise of 
the two political parties which were opposed 
to one another, first in Parliament and then 
on the field of battle. 


Miss Curistrna Rossetti will shortly pub- 
lish, through the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge, a volume named 
‘Called to be Saints: the Minor Festivals 
Devotionally Studied,’ 7.c., the minor fes- 
tivals of the English Church as set forth in 
the Prayer Book. This is a prose book 
with a good deal of the author’s verse inter- 
spersed. The prose portion is mainly bio- 
graphical, from Scriptural and other sources, 
with additional matter more in the nature of 
poetic association. * 

WE understand that Mr. Linley Sam- 
bourne is engaged upon an illustrated edition 
of Kingsley’s ‘ Water Babies,’ which will be 
published by Messrs. Macmillan & Co. in 
the course of the autumn. 


WE are glad to learn that Sir G. Duckett 
has carried still further his interesting re- 
searches, and has now copied the Test Act 
returns for over a dozen counties, exclusive 
of Wales. He thinks of reprinting the 
whole in one volume and indexing it, 
provided a sufficient number of subscribers 
come forward. He has now worked 
through Essex, Hants, Sussex, Worcester, 
Lincoln, Wilts, Gloucester, Monmouth, 
Hereford, Durham, Cumberland, Westmore- 
land, the three Ridings of Yorkshire, and 
the Principality of Wales.

Amone the latest additions to the col. 
lection of manuscripts at the British 
Museum are the following volumes of 
interest:—an ‘Evangelistarium’ and a 
‘Horologion’; two Greek codices of the 
twelfth century, and a ‘Sticherarion, or 
Greek hymnal, of the seventeenth century; 
a critical monograph on Bentley’s notes 
and emendations on Virgil; ‘ Postilla super 
Librum Sapientie fratris Roberti Holeote,’ 
fourteenth century ; and a curious chronicle 
of Mexican history, from the earliest times 
to A.D. 1576, with continuations down to 
1607, written in the Mexican language, 
and partly pictorial, on native paper. 
Among the letters and papers are—letters 
to the Right Hon. Charles Poulett Thomson, 
President of the Board of Trade, on the 
formation of a school of design, 1836-39; 
Capt. J. H. L. Archer’s compilation of pedi- 
grees of West Indian families, and ning 
volumes of the correspondence and papers 
of Nicholas Vansittart, Lord Bexley, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer from 1812 to 1823, 
comprising his diplomatic correspondence 
when on a mission to Denmark in 1801;

Wesley ; chants 
and themes by the same, about 1825-6; and 
a cavatina by C. Gluck—have also been 
acquired. The miscellaneous MSS. include 
a register of the Hustings Court of Lyme 
Regis, 1309-28; a curious roll of ancient 
hunting notes of the seventeenth century; 
a Book of Hours of the Blessed Virgin, with 
miniatures of French art, bequeathed by 
Mr. M. C. Hardy; and an annotated copy 
of J. C. Buckler’s ‘ History of the Archi- 
tecture of the Abbey Church of St. Albans,’ 
presented by the author. 

We are glad to learn that Mr. Francis 
D. Ward, a member of the well-known pub- 
lishing firm, has been elected a member of 
the Royal Irish Academy. Mr. Ward has 
done much to advance the finer kinds of 
printing and illumination in Ireland. 

Tue late Rev. John Thomas, whose 
labours in the Friendly Islands in con- 
nexion with the Wesleyan Missionary 
Society are well known, has left behind him 
journals and manuscript records of a volu- 
minous kind. It is stated that these materials 
will probably be used for a biographical 
work. 

Tue ‘ Visitors’ Register of the University 
of Oxford,’ which gives a full account of the 
Puritan visitation of the university, and 
which has been edited for the Camden 
Society by Prof. Montagu Burrows, 1s 20W 
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sn the binders’ hands. As the book is likely 
to be of special interest to members of the 
university, the Council has had a few extra 
copies printed, which will be obtainable by 
non-subscribers at the price of 21s. upon 
application to Messrs. Nichols, Parliament 
Street. As we have previously announced, 
the Council of the Camden Society has 
undertaken to join the Early English Text 
Society in the publication of the ‘ Catho- 
licon.’

SCIENCE 


GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


WE understand that the French Geographical 
Society last week awarded their principal gold 
medal to Major Serpa Pinto for his journey 
across Africa. Gold medals were also at the 
same time awarded to MM. Zweifel and Moustier 
for their Niger expedition, to Dr. Moreno for his 
explorations in Patagonia, to Capt. Gill, R.E., 
for his geographical work on the Tibetan frontier, 
and to Mr. Leigh Smith for his voyage to, and 
explorations in, Franz Josef Land. We are 
sorry to learn that Major Pinto, who is still 
in London, has had a serious return of his former 
illness, which has somewhat delayed the issue 
of his forthcoming work. He is now rather 
better, and hopes in a few days to complete his 
few remaining pages. 

Count Pietro Antonelli and the Swiss engineer 
Iig left Shoa on the 7th of October. They 
travelled by an unexplored route to Asendabo, 
in Guderu, where they met Cecchi, and then 
crossed the Abbai into Gojam, reaching Dem- 
becha on the 24th of October. Cecchi, not- 


withstanding his long imprisonment, is said to 
be in excellent health. The travellers will return 
to Europe by the shortest route. 

Juan Maria Chouwer, a Dutch gentleman, left 
Cairo early in the year for the Upper Nile, his 
intention being to traverse the whole of Africa 
from north to south. He is stated to be young 
and wealthy, but does he possess the quali- 
fications which alone can make his -enterprise of 
interest to the world at large ? 

With the last mail from Senegal despatches 
were received which speak satisfactorily of the 
progress of Capt. Gallieni’s expedition. A map 
of the country between the Senegal and Niger 
at Segu, from surveys made by Lieut. Vailléres, 
accompanies them. The watershed between the 
two rivers is apparently of small elevation and 
quite undefined. It runs within a few miles of 
the Niger, which along that portion of its course 
which has been explored is not joined by asingle 
tributary of importance. 

Capt. Casati announces his arrival, on the 
11th of September, at Jur Ghattas’, whence he 
proposes to proceed southward into the un- 
explored regions beyond the Welle. 

Dr. Rohlfs arrived at Adua, in Abyssinia, on 
the 13th of January, and was well received. He 
was about to start for Debra-Tabor, the residence 
of King John. In the mean time a Spanish 
traveller, Senhor Abarques de Sostene, has left 
Suez for Abyssinia, to convey presents from the 
King of Spain to King John. The latter must 
feel highly elated at the attentions bestowed 
upon him by two European powers, whilst the 
Egyptian Government is sure to look upon these 
proceedings as unfriendly. 

Dr. Riebek, of Halle, and Dr. Schweinfurth 
left Cairo on the 20th inst. for Aden, en route for 
Socotra. After an exploration of this island 
Dr. Riebek will continue his journey round the 
world, to which he proposes to devote four years, 
whilst Dr. Schweinfurth will return to Egypt. 

The Government of the Argentine Con- 
federation has entrusted Col. Juan Sola with 
the conduct of an expedition for the exploration 
of the Central Chaco. The colonel is first to 
ascend the Rio Bermejo in a steamer as far as 
Oran, and if possible beyond that town, to the 
vicinity of Tarija. He will then examine the 
San Francisco or Lavayen, the principal tributary 
of the Bermejo on the west, and finally tra- 
verse the region intervening between the Bermejo 
and the Pileomayo. The selection of sites suited 
for agricultural colonies is one of the principal 
objects of this enterprise, which will, at all 
events, enlarge our geographical knowledge of 
South America. A second expedition, under 
the leadership of Lieut. Jorge J. Rohde, is to 
explore the valley of the Limay and the vicinity 
of Lake Nahuel Huapi, and to search for the 
of Bariloche, discovered in 1715 by Father Jose 
Guillermos. This pass, it is stated, debouches 
upon the Pacific coast opposite the island of 
Chiloe, and can be traversed in three days with 
mules. 

The ‘ War Map of the Transvaal, Basuto Land, 
Transkei,’ &c., just published by Messrs. W. & 
A. K. Johnston, is a mere skeleton, without 
hills, but for that reason very perspicuous. 

Weare in receipt of Parts X VIL. to XXI. of the 
new edition of Stieler’s well-known ‘ Hand-Atilas.’ 

A somewhat careful examination enables us to 
state that the maps have been carefully revisedand 
brought up to date, and, better still, that several 
amongst them have been re-engraved. We hail 
more especially the first sheet of a new map of 
South America, hitherto very inadequately re- 
presented in this altas. It may not be super- 
fluous to state that Herr Perthes, the spirited 
proprietor of the Gotha Geographical Institute, 
continues to print his maps from the engraved 
plates, and not from transfers. This may be a 
slow and costly proceeding, but it ensures a clear- 
ness of impressiun not attainable by the cheaper 
lithographic processes. A map of the countries 
of the Mediterranean, in eight sheets, forms a 





welcome supplement to this atlas. It embraces 
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the whole of Africa and Asia to the north of the 
twenty-fifth parallel and as far east as the Gulf 
of Persia and the Caspian, as well as the 
peninsulas of Southern Europe. 

Among the scientific observations taken by 
MM. Capello and Ivens during their recent ex- 
ogee on the eastern side of the Portuguese 

est African possessions were numerous alti- 
tudes, and the results of some of these have 
now become known. The following is deter- 
mined to be the elevation above sea-level of 
some well-known places :—Dombe Grande, 320 
feet ; Quillengues, 3,000 feet; Caconda, 5,500 
feet ; and Bihé, 5,340 feet. 

The new number of the French Geographical 
Society’s Bulletin opens with an account of his 
journey to the country o the Banyais and to 
the Zambesi by M. Coillard, the French Pro- 
testant missionary, who, it will be remembered, 
was the means of saving Major Serpa Pinto’s 
life. The paper is illustrated by a very poor map. 





ASTRONOMICAL NOTES. 


Tue remarkably near approach of the three 
lanets, Venus, Jupiter, and Saturn, has been 
wwe very conspicuous on the few occasions on 
which the sky has been clear after sunset. Next 
Thursday, March 3rd, the moon, then a cres- 
cent little more than three days old, will be 
apparently within a small distance of all three, 
passing first Jupiter and then Saturn, about 7° 
to the north of each, and afterwards approaching 
Venus still more closely, her actual conjunction 
with which will take place a little after midnight. 
They do not set in the neighbourhood of London 
till about ten o'clock, and if the evening be fine 
the whole group will present a very interesting 
appearance until nine, when Jupiter will be 
sinking below the horizon. So close a juxta- 
position of these three planets is of exceedingly 
rare occurrence, and has not been seen for several 
centuries. 

Astronomische Nachrichten, No. 2361, contains 
a letter from Prof. C. H. F. Peters, of Clinton, 
N.Y., stating that he availed himself of the first 
fine night to search for the comet announced as 
having been discovered by Mr. W. F. Cooper at 
Sheffield on December 21st. This opportunity 
did not occur until December 29th, on which 
night he searched long (in a temperature of 12° 
below zero, Fahr.) in the place where the comet 
would then be according to the places assigned 
by Mr. Cooper on the 21st and 25th. No comet, 
however, was seen, but he came at last upon a 
faint nebulous object, which proved on examina- 
tion to be one of Herschel’s catalogued nebule. 
The supposed comet has also been looked for at 
other an, so that we must conclude that some 
mistake had been made, and that Pechiile’s comet 
(f, 1880), found at Copenhagen on December 
16th, was the last discovery of the kind made in 
1880. Prof. Tacchini publishes a continuation 
of the observations of that body at Rome, made 
with the Merz equatorial of the Royal Observa- 
tory of the Collegio Romano, the last of which 
was on the 2lst of January. It was also 
observed by Dr. M. W. Meyer at Geneva until 
the 27th of that month, and by Signor A. Abetti 
at Padua until the 3rd of February. 

Prof. Hennessy returns (Comptes Rendus for 
January 31st) to the subject of the figure of the 
planets as bearing upon their former condition, 
calculating the polar depression on the hypo- 
thesis of its resulting from rotation during a 
condition of fluidity, and on that of its arising 
from erosion by a liquid moving over the surface 
of the planet, and comparing these with the 
observed values. As he had before found in 
the case of Mars, so he now finds in the cases of 
Mercury and Venus (of which the mean density 
and general appearance render it probable that 
their materials are similar in physical and 
mechanical properties to those of the earth) that 
the compression deduced from the theory of 
former fluidity agrees better with observation 
than that deduced from the theory of super- 
ficial erosion. 


The first number of Urania, an International 
Journal of Astronomy, has been published, and 
contains a number of valuable papers. Among 
these are observations of comets made at 
Dunecht, and a description of a new planetary 
nebula discovered there by Dr. Copeland on 
November 18th; a paper (in German) by Dr. 
Klinkerfues on the solution of Lambert’s equation 
for parabolic motion ; auxiliary tables for facili- 
tating the calculation of occultations of stars by 
the moon, by Dr. Bérgen ; researches on the 
annual parallax of the star Groombridge 1618 by 
Prof. Ball, the Royal Astronomer of Ireland ; 
and a paper on determinations of the lunar 
radiant heat during the progress of an eclipse, by 
the Earl of Rosse. 

The Committee appointed by the Royal Society 
to make arrangements for observing the transit 
of Venus in 1882 desire to know if any astro- 
nomers are willing to lend, for use in the obser- 
vations, 4-inch, 5-inch, or 6-inch refracting 
telescopes, and 10-inch or 12-inch reflectors, 
with equatorial mountings ; also portable tran- 
sits or altazimuths. The instruments would be 
returned in perfect order as soon as possible 
after the transit, and in any case before the end 
of 1883. Communications should be addressed 
to the Secretary of the Transit Committee. 

The American LEphemeris and Nautical 
Almanac for 1883 has recently been published 
under the superintendence of Prof. Newcomb. 
The arrangement and contents are strictly 
similar to those of the preceding year.

SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES.—H. Reeve, Esq., in the 
chair—Mr. H. S. Milman presented an impression 
from the seal of All Souls’ College, Oxford.—Mr. C. 8. 
Perceval read a paper ‘ On Certain Inaccuraciesin the 
Ordinary Accounts of the Early Years of the Reign of 
King Edward IV.,’ of which the following is an 
abstract. Mr. Perceval began with a statement, in 
strict chronological order, of the events of the years 
1461 to 1465. The principal historical landmarks 
are : The proclamation of Edward IV. on March 4th, 
1461 ; the battle of Towton, March 28th, 1461, after 
which Henry VI. with Queen Margaret and his son 
retired into Scotland ; Queen Margaret’s first voyage 
from Scotland to France in April, 1462; her return 
in the autumn of the same year with French troops ; 
the capture by her allies of Alnwick, Bamborough, 
and Dunstanborough ; the recapture of these strong- 
holds by Warwick and Lord Montague, which was 
effected by Twelfth Day, 1463; the taking of the 
same three castles for the second time by the Scots, 
in Lent, 1463; Queen Margaret’s second voyage 
from Bamborough to Sluys, in the spring of 1463; 
her reception by the Duke of Burgundy and passage 
to her father Rénéin Lorraine, whence Mr. Perceval 
believes that she did not return until 1470; the 
battles of Hedgely Moor, April 25th, and Hexham, 
May 8th, 1464. Henry, Duke of Somerset, was taken 
at Hexham and beheaded. As to the dates of these 
actions the Parliament Rolls are conclusive. Having 
established these facts, Mr. Perceval proceeded to 
show that Sir W. Dugdale, in his‘ Baronage.’ had placed 
the execution of Somersetand the battle of Hexhamin 
1463, a misstatement copied by subsequent peerage 
writers of repute. Dugdale made no mere slip of the 
pen, for he followed Holinshed and Hall and an 
inaccurate inquisition. The former writer, by the date 
in the margin of his book, has referred Hexham to 
the year 1463, to which year also he appears toassign 
Margaret's first voyage to France, as well as certain 
events subsequent on the battle in question, and 
belonging to the summer of 1464. The confusion of 
the order of events of these — as narrated by 
Hall is curious, but cannot here be explained in 
detail. Rastall, again, Grafton, and Habington, all 
wrongly date the battle, as does the fragmentary 
chronicle of Edward IV. printed by Hearne at the 
end of Sprot. Hardyng a Polydore Vergil state the 
sequence of events rightly, but omit the precise 
dates. Of modern writers, Hume, Lingard, Sharon 
Turner, and Mr. Gairdner give the date of the battle 
and other events accurately, though none of them 
has noticed the chronological errors which the 
object of this paper was to expose. Sharon Turner 


has missed the fact that the three castles were twice 





taken by the Lancastrians, Rapin dates the battle 





of Hexham in 1463, as has also Miss Stricklana 
who has introduced the well-known anccdna 
the queen and the robber as an incident in her flight 
after this action. In its usual form, this g 
comes from Monstrelet, or rather from his con 
inuator. The writer was disposed to think that the 
real date of the incident might be 1460, after the 
battle of Northampton, when Queen Margaret i 
her flight towards Chester, was, it is said nearly 
taken by a retainer of Sir John Stanley and was 
robbed by her own servants. However this may be 
there is very good reason for believing that the 
queen was in France at the time of the battle of 
Hexham, so that her adventure could not have 
happened then. Miss Strickland had for her version 
of the story and its details relied on the historical 
romance ¢alled the ‘ Life of Queen Margaret,’ by the 
Abbé Prevost, best known as the author of ‘ Manon 
Lescaut’ ! 





BRITISH ARCHHOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Fe} 
16.—T. Morgan, Esq., in the chair—Mr. W. Smith 
exhibited a prehistoric quern from Thetford, and 
two large flint implements from the gravel drift of 
the cemetery, Southampton.—Mr. Alien drew atten. 
tion, in reference to the recent Congress, to the view of 
Stonehenge in 1588 in the ‘ Particular Description of 
England,’ by Mr. Smith, Rouge Dragon. This some. 
what fanciful sketch shows several of the to 
stones as being then in position.—Mr. L,. Brock 
described the progress of the discoveries at Leaden- 
hall Market. Large masses of Roman walls continue 
to be exhumed, and these prove to be the foun. 
dations of a building of great size, probably of 
basilica form, which appears to have had an eastern 
apse, with two transept-like chambers to the south, 
with other buildings to the west. Traces of four 
distinct burnings have been found.—The first paper 
was by Mr. F. Brent,and gave a description of an 
interment found at Castle Street, Plymouth, and 
which proves to be of Romano-British date. A 
large urn was found covered with slabs of stone get 
sloping over it. The discovery was made in the 
heart of the present town, in preparing the founda- 
tion for an iron column of a warehouse.—The second 
paper was by Mr. C. Watkins, who described in detail 
the portion of the old city rampart recently dis. 
covered at Houndsditch and removed. About seventy 
feet of the wall were cut through, and Mr. Watkins 
minutely described the construction. The wall was 
of Kentish rag stone, bonded together with the 
usual bright red tiles, and having a chamfered plinth 
on the outer side.—A discussion ensued, and the 
fragments and mortar and brick were examined. The 
work was pronounced to be of Roman date, and it 
corresponds very closely to the portions of the wall 
recently found in the Tower and in America Square. 
—The third paper was by Mr. J. R. Allen, and was 
on the prehistoric structures at Tealing, Forfarshire. 
There is a perfect underground house, and many 
stones with cup and ring markings. 

NuMISMATIC.—Feb. 17.—J. Evans, Esq., President, 
in the chair.—Mr. P. R. Reed was elected a Member. 
—Mr. Evans exhibited a selection of silver Celt- 
iberian coins, part of a large hoard lately discovered 
at Barcus, near Dax. ‘The selection consisted of 
five varieties, attributed respectively to Balsio or 
Belsinum, Turiaso, Aregrat, Arsa, and Segobriga 
They were all of the same type, having on the 
obverse a bearded head, and on the reverse 4 
galloping horseman, and they all apparently be 
longed to the period of Sertorius, B.c. 80-73,—Mr. 
Copp exhibited some unpublished English gold 
coins, viz., five guineas, 1676, without the elephant 
and castle ; two guineas, 1677, with the large head; 
one guinea, 1694, with the elephant and castle under 
the busts of William and Mary.—Canon Pownall ex- 
hibited a guinea dated 1692, also a specimen of the 
new Mexican gold coinage, 1880.—Mr. B. V. Head 
read a paper ‘On the Constitution of the Ephesian 
Mint before the Time of the Empire,’ in the course 
of which he stated that, through the kindness of M. 
Waddington, who had communicated to him all t 
unpublished coins of Ephesus in his rich collection, 
he was now in a position to make a very consider: 
able addition to the long list of Ephesian magis 
names already compiled by him in his ‘ History of 
the Coinage of Ephesus.” Mr. Head further ¢x- 
pressed his opinion that some of the conclusions 
which he had in that work striven to establish co 
not, in the face of the evidence now accessible, 
accepted without modification. 





LINNEAN.—F¢b. 17.—F. Crisp, Esq., in the chair 
Mr. W. Wickham exhibited thirty-seven of the fifty- 
seven species of Phanerogams collected by Cort 
Markham in Novaya Zemlya in 1879. Absence ¢ 
species of gentian is noteworthy, seeing that six 
ae are found in Arctic Russia. Of Legumipots 

ere are three species in Novaya Zemlya, whi 
noneexists in Spitzbergen or Arctic Greenland.—Mr. 
Grant’s collection of sixty-one flowering Le 
obtained in Mr. L, Smith’s voyage to Franz J 
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d in 1880 was also exhibited.—Mr. A. Hammond 
drew attention to the so-called glandular sac of the 
Puss moth, from which an acid liquid is ejected when 
the insect is alarmed or irritated, and he stated that 
from the very chitinous nature of the sac it could 
hardly be regarded as a true glandular structure.— 
Dr. F. Day read a paper, ‘Observations on some 
British Fishes, and mentioned that great confusion 
xists in the works of Yarrell and Couch regarding 
the tunnies and their allies, most of the short-finned 
tunnies being in reality specimens of Pelamyo 
sarda. The comber wrasse (Labrus Donovani, Cuv. 
and Val.) isa peculiarly coloured variety of L. macu- 
latus, Bloch, Crenilabrus Baillonii, Couch, is the 
C. melops, Cuv. and Val. Adult examples of brill 
and sole coloured on both sides, but in which the 
eyes were normal, were exhibited ; and some sprats 
obtained off St. Ives in January last with fully 
developed ova. The Ostracion quadricornis figured 
by Couch as British was asserted to have been 
prought from abroad by a sailor preserved in salt.— 
Mr. C. B. Clarke gave a communication ‘On Right- 
Hand and Left-Hand Contortion of the Corolla.’ 
He maintains the correctness of Linnzus’s defini- 
tion, believing M. A. de Candolle’s criticisms thereon 
to be founded on a misconception.—Prof. Duncan 
gave & description of some sponges dredged in deep 
water off the coast of Spain in the Porcupine 


expedition. 





ZOOLOGICAL.—Fvb. 15.—Prof. W. H. Flower, Pre- 
sident,in the chair.—The Secretary read a Report 
on the additions made to the Society’s menagerie 
during the month of January ; he also made remarks 
on some eggs of Opisthocomus_cristatus, obtained at 
Obydos on the Amazons.—Mr. H. Saunders exhibited 
on behalf of Capt. E. A. Butler, and made remarks on, 
specimensof the eggs of Dromas ardeola.—The Rev. 
0.P. Cambridge exhibited and made remarks on a 
hymenopterous parasite, hatched from larve found 
on two spiders, Linyphia obscura, Blackw. Q, 
and L. zebrina, Menge g. The larve were stated to 
be apodous, and to adhere to the abdomen of the 
spider, which, when full grown, they fully equalled 
in sizve.—Mr. E. W. H. Holdsworth exhibited a speci- 
men of White’s thrush (Turdus varius), killed in 
South Devonshire in January last.—Papers were 
read: by Mr. C. O. Waterhouse, on the coleopterous 
insects belonging to the family Hispide, collected 
by Mr. Buckley in Ecuador; seventeen species of 
Hispidae had hitherto been recorded as inhabiting 
that country ; of these Mr. Buckley had met with 
fifteen, which, together with nineteen new species, 
made a total of thirty-six species in the series 
now described,—by Mr. W. L. Distant, on some 
alditions tothe Rhynchotal Fauna of the Ethiopian 
region ; nine new species belonging to the families 
Pentatomida, Coreidz, and Pyrrhocoride were 
pointed out, and in the Coreide two new genera, 
allied to Petillia and Petascelis, were described ; 
the specimens had been obtained from Western, 
Southern, and Eastern Africa—from Mr. E. A. 
Smith, on some shells from Lakes Tanganyika 
and Nyassa, and from other localities in East Africa, 
lately received by the British Museum ; some of the 
shells from Lake Tanganyika had all the appearance 
of being modified marine types,—by Lord Walsing- 
ham, on some new and little known species of North 
American Tineidz, amongst which were three new 
generic forms.

METEOROLOGICAL.— Feb. 16.—G. J. Symons, Esq., 
President, in the chair.—Capt. J. P. Maclear, Dr. C. 
y, Messrs. I. L. Bell, J. Bernays, A. W. Blyth, J. 
ureh, F. W. Cory, 8. Cutler, T. L. K. Edge, C. 
Horsley, W. D. Howard, G. Lingwood, W. Macgeorge,

sshe following papers were read: ‘Relative 
Humidity,” by Mr. C. Greaves.—‘On the Frost of 
, 1881, over the British Isles, by Mr. W. 
Mariott. The frost of the 7th to the 26th was 
Tmarkable for its unexpected appearance, long con- 
tinuance, and sudden breaking up. The lowest 


readings were 15° at Garstang on the 16th, and 22° at 
Blackadder, 16° at Kelso, 15° at Stobo, 11* at Thirle- 
stane Castle, and 10° at Melrose on the 17th. In the 
south of Scotland the temperature fell below 10° on 
more than eleven occasions, below 20° on nineteen 
occasions, and was below 32° on twenty-five to 
twenty-nine occasions. In the London district 
readings below 10° occurred on two or three days, 
below 20° on ten days, and below 32° on twenty days. 
In Ireland temperatures below 10° were registered 
on six or seven occasions, below 20° on twelve or 
fourteen occasions, and below 32° on twenty-two 
to twenty-four occasions. Even at Scilly the 
temperature was below 32° on three days, the 
lowest being 29° on two occasions. At Penzance the 
temperature fell below 32° on ten occasions; at Tor- 
quay on eleven occasions, and below 20° on six 
occasions ; at Ventnor it was below 32° on nineteen 
occasions, and below 20° on three occasions; and at 
Bournemouth it was below 32° on twenty-three, and 
below 20° on ten occasions. A diagram was exhibited 
showing the mean temperature of January in the 
neighbourhood of London from 1774 to 1881, from 
which it appeared that the low mean temperature 
of 31°6 for last month had only been surpassed on 
five occasions, and that the three years 1879-81 have 
been very cold, the mean for this period being only 
322. There is no instance during the past hundred 
ears of any three consecutive Januarys having so 
ow a mean temperature.

8.—J. Glaisher, Esq., Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Mr. L. Warnerke read a paper ‘On 
Sensitometers.’ One he had devised wasathin block 
of phosphorescent sulphide of calcium and paraffin 
mixed together, made luminous by burning in front 
of it magnesium ribbon, then a series of squares 
with figures increasing in opacity, and in front a 
photographic plate ; the light from the phosphorescent 
inaterial passing through the glass with the figured 
squares determines the sensitiveness of the plate or 
other matter sensitive to light, the last number 
visible gives the results in a definite manner, and 
relative values can be ascertained.

ENGLISH SPELLING REFORM ASSOCIATION.— 
Feb. 15—Mr. A. J. Ellis in the chair—Mr. H. B. 
Wheatley read a paper‘On Sound and Unsound 
Spellers.’ He briefly sketched the principal efforts 
that had been made at different times to reform 
English spelling. Orm or Ormin, in the thirteenth 
century, had adopted a peculiar orthography, in 
which the short vowels were indicated by the 
doubling of the consonant. A great opportunity 
was lost at the time of the invention of printing. 
Sir J. Cheke (temp. Edward VI.) and Sir T. Smith 
were great orthographical reformers. The Rev. C. 
Butler adopted a phonetic spelling in 1633. Milton 
tried unsuccessfully to alter the form of certain 
words. Later on, however, some changes were in- 
troduced, viz., the abolition of final e and of final % 
after c. Whatever system might be eventually 
adopted could only be a rough-and-ready one, 
omitting those fine distinctions of sound which are 
not realized by ordinary ears, and ought to be in 
agreement with the movement in America,

Science Gossiy. 


Messrs. Macmitian have in preparation a 
‘Course of Instruction in Zootomy (Vertebrata),’ 
by Mr. T. Jeffery Parker, B.Sc.Lond., Pro- 
fessor of Biology in the University of Otago. 
The work will consist of full directions for the 
dissection of the lamprey, skate, cod, lizard, 
pigeon, and rabbit, and will be illustrated by 
numerous woodcuts from the author’s original 
drawings. 

At the last meeting of the Berlin Anthro 
logical Society, Prof. Virchow announced that 
an Anthropological Congress will be held in 
Tiflis in the autumn of the present year, from 
September 20th to October 4th. The local 
Russian Government has made a large grant of 
money towards the expenses. It is anticipated 
that the known wealth of the Caucasus in 
archeological materials will attract manyscholars 
to the Congress. At the same meeting the 
venerable Ferdinand Keller, of Ziirich, famous 
all over the world for his lacustrine studies, was 
nominated a member of the Society, in honour 
of his eightieth birthday. 


THE comparative anatomy of man, which 
formed the subject of the last four courses 
of Prof. Flower’s lectures at the College of 
Surgeons, is far from being exhausted, especially 
as the acquisition of the Barnard Davis collection 
has more than doubled the materials at hand 
for its illustration. But the work of cleaning, 
arranging, and cataloguing that collection has 
absorbed so much time, that little has been left 
as yet for its scientific examination, and as any 
attempt at exposition of the variations of the 
osteological structure of man from which the 
evidence afforded by the newly acquired 
specimens was omitted would be very incomplete, 
it has been thought advisable to postpone the 
continuation of the subject, so the professor will 
begin on Monday a series of nine lectures on 
‘The Anatomy, Physiology, and Zoology of the 
Cetacea.’ 

A memorr of the late Sir Thomas Bouch, the 
engineer of the Tay Bridge, will, it is said, 
shortly be published, under the auspices of the 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. 

Tue Iron and Steel Institute have decided to 
hold their annual meeting at the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, under the presidency of Mr. 
Josiah Smith, of Barrow, on the 4th, 5th, and 
6th of May. 

Herr Saieron, in Naturforscher, describes 
the action of moderately heated liquids on glass. 
An areometer employed in a sugar work lost 
0°5 grm. in weight after an immersion of eight 
days, and in a few days more the glass broke off 
in splinters. 

Tue Trinity Board are making experiments 
on lighting floating beacons with gas made on 
Pintsch’s system. The gas is made by distilling 
the refuse of shale oil, and storing it under great 
pressure. The buoy itself is made the recipient 
of the gas. It is of wrought iron, of the necessary 
strength to resist the internal pressure, and the 
lamp is mounted on the top. With one filling the 
gas will burn from six to twelve weeks, according 
to the size of the buoy. Two spherical buoys 
have been made by the Trinity House, and one 
of these was placed on the East Oaze station, and 
lighted on the 18th of April last. This remained 
burning without intermission, the gas being 
renewed, until the 28th of January, when it 
was damaged by a passing vessel.

Dr. Orro Haun recently published a quarto 
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volume, ‘ Meteorites and their Organisms,’ 
largely illustrated by photographs of the micro- 
scopic aspects of meteoric stones. Dr. Hahn 
arrives at the conclusion that meteorites are full 
of fossil fragments of spongiaria and polypes. 
M. Meunier has just demonstrated to the 
Academy of Sciences that the figures mistaken 
for organic vestiges are merely clustering 
crystals of eulatite, which M. Meunier has suc- 
cessfully imitated in his laboratory. 


A MoNoGRAPH, stratigraphical and palzonto- 
logical, of the Lias of the Venetian provinces has 
been published as an appendix to the fifth 
volume of the Atti of the Istituto Veneto. It 
takes in a wide range, and identifies localities by 
a beautifully coloured sheet of mountain profiles, 
among which travellers in Friuli and in the 
region of the Dolomites will recognize old 
acquaintances, while the palzontologist will be 
instructed by the plates of belemnites and 
ammonites. The Institute have made known 
their opinion of this interesting essay by con- 
ferring a prize on the author, Prof. Torquato 
Taramelli. 


M. pe Merirens has received an order from 
the Administration of French Lighthouses to 
construct six magneto-electric machines for the 
first lighthouses in France which are to employ 
the electric light, a series of experiments just 
concluded having proved very successful. 


Mr. James B. Jorpan has published a small 
pamphlet explaining his glycerine barometer. 
It is accompanied by a series of tables for 
the required corrections which will be found 
exceedingly useful. 


Mr. Joun ArTKEN, of Falkirk, the week 
before last, read a paper ‘On Fogs and Atmo- 
spheric Dust’ to the Philosophical Society of 
Glasgow. His experiments lead to the conclu- 
sion that dry salt dust and especially the 
chloride of magnesium are powerful agents in 
producing fogs.

Tyne,’ Vol. VII., Part II., has been sent to us. 
In addition to president’s addresses and 
memoirs of deceased members, it contains a 
lengthy memoir on ‘Tynedale Escarpments, 
their Pre-glacial, Glacial, and Post-glacial Fea- 
tures,’ by Hugh Miller, F.G.S.

MR. ROSSETTI’S NEW PICTURES. 


WE are enabled to describe two new works 
by this painter, one of which, the property of 
Mr. Constantine Ionides, illustrates, and is 
illustrated by, the following sonnet, written by 
the artist, and inscribed on the frame of the 
picture :— 

THE DAY-DREAM. 
The thronged boughs of the shadowy sycamore 
Still fledge young leaflets half the summer through 
From when the robin ‘gainst the unhidden blue 
Perched dark, till now, deep in the leafy core, 
The embower’d throstle’s urgent wood notes soar 
Through summer silence, Still the leaves come new, 
Yet never rosy-sheathed as those which drew 

Their spiral tongues from Spring-buds heretofore. 

Within the branching shade of Reverie 

Dreams even may spring till Autumn; yet none be 

Like woman’s budding day-dream, spirit-form’d. 

Lo! tow’rd deep skies, not deeper than her look, 
She dreams; till now on her forgotten book 
Drops the forgotten blossom from her hand. 
The subject of this work is simply one of 
natural beauty. The time of the year represented 
is about April, while a brilliant and yet soft 
illumination pervades the picture, and whitish- 
grey clouds appear in the sky, which, with 
the foliage of a large sycamore, forms the back- 
ground. A lady in the prime of early woman- 
hood is seated between the dividing boughs of 
the tree, and she is partly hidden by its foliage. 
The leaves have just burst from their long 
crimson sheaths, and light of a golden tint 
passes through many of them, so that they 
appear lustrous when opposed to the lady’s 
dress ; otherwise they cluster close behind and 
above her in masses of sumptuous green. She 
has clasped with one hand a bough that rises 
at her side. She is wholly unconscious of her- 
self, and she has raised her face and gazes 
into the distance as if the day-dream which fills 
her mind had lifted it above and beyond the 
hour and place. In her lap lies an open book, 
and a bloom of honeysuckle has dropped on its 
pages as her fingers relaxed their hold and the 
day-dream overcame her. 

Rather more than the profile of the figure is 
shown while in her abstraction her face turns 
slightly towards us, and her eyes are bent our 
way, although, if they see at all, it is something 
like the magic of a Spenserian dream. Her 
dress is of a deep turquoise green or peacock 
blue, and of simple form ; the folds are loose 
enough to cover without concealing the large limbs 
within. Her feet are arched so as to show a 
black latchet shoe and grey stocking. The 
charm of the picture, apart from the beauty of 
the colour and the noble style of the lady’s 
form, is in her pure and womanly features. The 
eyes are large and limpid, and the lids are 
heavy ; the cheeks are paled with thought, but 
not wasted; the forehead is so broad that it 
looks less lofty than it is, while its higher part 
is shadowed by the crisped masses of her 
bronze black hair. The scheme of coloration 
comprises subtle harmonies of the blue dress, 
in which green hues float and cool lights 
and warm shadows are interchanged in in- 
exhaustible variety. With this chief mass the 
gold tints of the sunlit and transparent foliage 
and the darker green of the more solid leaves 
assort themselves most sumptuously. The 
black hair, the blackish-grey boughs and shoe, 
and the white of the clouds and the book 
form chromatic echoes of one another; while 
the inner glow of the carnations, some dispersed 
ruddy scintillations, and tinges of the like high 
key are focalized and counterbalanced by the 
crimson of the honeysuckle. 

The second picture, the property of Mr. 
F. R. Leyland, is called ‘La Pia,’ and the 
subject is taken from the passage in the fifth 
canto of the ‘Purgatorio’ in which Dante de- 
scribes his meeting with Pia de’ Tolommei among 
those whose opportunity of repentance was only 
at the last moment, and who died without 
absolution. She had been done to death by her 
husband, Nello della Pietra, who contined her 
causelessly in a fortress of the Maremma, 
where she pined and died of malaria, or, as 
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some say, by poison. The words which her 
spirit speaks to Dante run thus :— 


Deh quando tu sarai tornato al mondo 
E riposato della lunga via, 

(Seguitd il terzo spirito al secondo,) 
Ricorditi di me che son la Pia. 

Siena me fe’, disfecemi Maremma: 
Salsi colui che inanellata pria 

Disposando m’avea colla sua gemma, 


A translation by Mr. Rossetti of these lines jg 
placed on the frame of the picture :— 


Ah ! when on earth thy voice again is heard 
And thou from the long road hast rested thee 
(After the second spirit said the third), 
Remember me who am La Pia: me 
Siena, me Maremma, made, unmade. 
This in his inmost heart well knoweth he 
With whose fair jewel I was ringed and wed, 


It is the evening, just before the gloami 
of a hot and aged autumn day. "The lag’ 
reclines on the ramparts beside the grey stone. 
work of a cylindrical tower. This tower is 
covered with the dense foliage of a climbi 
fig tree, which grows above and about the 
lady’s seat. Dividing on our left, and thus 
opening before the face of La Pia, the foli 
gives glimpses of the distant part of the ram. 
parts and outer chapel. On these lie a bundle 
of lances, and the red banner of her husband 
drapes the battlements. The stone path of the 
rampart ends in a hollow tourelle, which forms 
the summit of a staircase, and its conical tiled 
roof stands out against the sky of wind-driven 
ashy clouds and their interspaces of white, which 
have a wannish lustre ; a swarm of rooks wheels 
in evening flight to the turret. The lady lan. 
guidly stoops a little forward. Her hands reach 
along her knees ; some of her fingers are inter- 
locked, while one thumb and forefinger clasp 
tightly, even to the whitening of the nail and 
knuckle, the ‘‘ fair jewel” on the other hand 
She is looking at the landscape, yet hardly 
seems to see the stunted clumps of wood 
that stand in the unwholesome pools, or the 
grey mists that gather about them, or the 
scarcely distinguishable slopes of heather which 
end at the level horizon, and are broken only 
by dense belts of bluish vapour and ghastly 
streaks of light reflected from distant ponds, On 
her features are no signs of animation, or hope, 
or care for existence, still less of a desire to battle 
for life. Their melancholy is meditative and 
habitual. And yet the face is at once fair 
and noble, because the large eyes and their lids 
have amassive character ; and although the cheeks 
have lost their colour and their fulness is gone, 
their sculpturesque contours retain a look of 
high breeding, and the lips, which have a tinge 
of hectic red, are slightly parted with the 
languors of decline. Her dark hair hangs loose 
on her shoulders and expands about her head, 

The lady’s dress is of blue embroidered with 
gold, and dashed with greenish hues and warm 
reflections of the light ; over that is a robe of 
semi-transparent lustrous silk tissue with the 
colour of tarnished silver, through parts of which 
the darker tint of the under garment shows itself. 
At her knee lies a breviary, and on it is a rosary 
of black and silver beads ; by these is a bundle 
of the letters of her husband, written while he 
was yet her lover. As in all Mr. Rossetti’s 
works, sumptuous and exquisitely harmonized 
colour characterizes this picture; the several 
tints have been selected and disposed with 
that rare taste which marks a master in paint- 
ing. These tints are as rich and subtly graded 
as they are powerful and deep in tone. 








ANCIENT LONDON. 
60, Albion Road, Stoke Newington. 

ImporTANT discoveries have been recently 
made within the limits of the City. Accurate 
record is, however, rendered difficult by the 
rapidity with which the works in progress are 
conducted ; modern improvements have little 
sympathy with archeology, and as yet we find 
no “ official” recognition of the value of lo 
antiquities. In its absence, to obtain permission 
to watch and note what is removed by the neces 
sities of the time is as much as we can In 
days reasonably expect. 
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“Mr. Langley, Engineer to the Great Eastern 
Railway, recently described a portion of the old 
city wall revealed in the course of excavations 
near to the Fenchurch Street Station. Descrip- 
tive details were furnished both to the British 
Archeological Association and to the London 
and Middlesex Archeological Society. _ As a 
iece of early masonry it agreed in essential par- 
ticulars with other portions of the ancient barrier 
from time to time removed. Subsequently Mr. 
C. Watkins, while excavating for new premises 
in Houndsditch and Duke Street, again came 
across the early wall. Uniformity in construc- 
tion was still apparent ; the foundation of the 
structure, its width, the position of the dark 
sandstone plinth, together with the arrange- 
ment of the bonding tiles, all served to illus- 
trate portions of the wall as previously de- 
scribed. The section, however, was unusually 
good, the total height exposed being as much as 
11 feet 9 inches, including the foundation of 
clay and flints, which, as usual, was found to be 
about 18 inches thick. Mr. Watkins traced in 
addition a mass of masonry extending 18 feet 
eastward from the wall; the stones were dressed, 
and in weight varying from 1 cwt. to 14 tons. 
In this structure he observed a channel 15 
inches deep by 18 inches wide, which showed 
signs of use as a watercourse. It had been 
filled in with concrete composed of chalk and 
flints. 

Further investigation proved that the site in 
question was no other than the foundations of 
one of the ancient bastions attached to London 
Wall, and composed, as was the bastion found 
four years since in Camomile Street, of sculptured 
stones and débris taken from earlier buildings. 
Associated with my friend Mr. A. White, F.S.A., 
I applied to Mr. H. H. Collins, the architect, for 
permission to excavate what remained. To this 
he kindly assented, and at the first convenient 
opportunity the work commenced, under the 
superintendence of Mr. H. Hodge, who so suc- 
cessfully removed the interesting objects from 
the former bastion, now preserved in the museum 
of the Corporation at Guildhall. Our work is 
now completed, and a valuable addition to the 
collection has been made. The objects are in 
character similar to those previously recorded. 
They are of green sandstone and oolite, and, so 
far as we can judge at present, portions of the 
same structure. They comprise cornices, panels, 
spandrils, fluted pilasters, fractured capitals, 
bases and shafts of columns, together with por- 
tions of an inscription, and fragments of statues 
yet to be developed. The series, upwards of 
twenty in number, will, thanks to the permis- 
sion of Mr. Collins, be ultimately preserved in 
the museum at Guildhall. 

This valuable collection will in future repre- 
sent all that remains of what appears to 
have been the second bastion south-east of 
Bishopsgate. In Agas’s map, temp. Elizabeth, 
four such structures are indicated as attached 
to that portion of the wall which extended 
from Bishopsgate to Aldgate. None appear 
in Newcourt’s Map of London, published 
in the year 1658, but in the survey taken 
after the Great Fire of 1666 three were noted 
by the sworn surveyors, Messrs. Ogilby and 
Morgan. From this it is evident that their 
foundations were of sufficient importance to be 
noted in the plan. Important drawings in 
connexion with this official survey are said to 
be in the possession of the Corporation ; but 
although more than one application has been 
made for permission to inspect them, the request, 
from some cause or other, has not been complied 
with, The bastions appear to have been 
unnoticed, however, in the year 1707 by Dr. 
Woodward in his description of the wall near 
Bishopsgate. They were spared in the excava- 
tions of that time, and formed substantial 
foundations for the buildings then erected. 

xtensive remains of Roman buildings have 
been met with on the site of Leadenhall Market. 

works undertaken by the Corporation have 


necessitated excavations to a depth extending 
to over twenty feet. A large area has been 
cleared, and in forming the foundations for new 
buildings some of the most interesting specimens 
of Roman masonry yet recorded in our city have 
been disclosed. More than one period of history 
is represented by the presence of concrete and 
tesselated floors at diverse levels ; pavements in 
coarse red tesserze, with others known as the 
herring-bone variety, have been also noted, 
likewise well - faced walls of Kentish rag, 
with the familiar courses of bonding tiles, 
running in the direction of the old East India 
House, upon the site of which such important 
discoveries were made some years since. A tile 
bearing the letters PPBRLON has been found, with 
coins of Claudius, Nero, Vespasian, and Trajan, 
fibule, Samian pottery, flue tiles, and other 
objects. In the centre of Leadenhall Street 
Mr. F. A. Burt discovered portions of a mosaic 
pavement in small coloured tessere, and of 
a character indicative of the important nature of 
the buildings which at one time occupied the 
site. Careful plans and drawings of these re- 
spective discoveries have been prepared, which, 
with many of the objects found, will be laid 
before the members of the London and Middle- 
sex Archeological Society at the evening meet- 
ing in March next.

SYRA. 


Or those islands of the #gean Sea which, 
under the name of the Cyclades, form a sort of 
bridge between continental Greece and Asia 
Minor, Delos has not only, from historical associa- 
tions, been the most interesting, but also is not 
unimportant in the history of Greek art. Besides 
Delos, Naxos, Melos, Thira, and others are 
much more attractive than the one which, since 
the war of liberation, has become the most im- 
portant centre of trade in the archipelago—I 
mean Syra. The following verses are familiar : 
Nijods tus Dupin xuxAjoxerar...... 
ove repitAnbijs Aimy Tévov’ GAN’ dyah) pév 
evBoros, eiunrAos, o.voTAnOijs, toAvropos. 
This island, although already in Homer's time 
so lauded, neither in classical antiquity nor in 
the Middle Ages played a conspicuous part. Only 
since the formation of the neo-Hellenic state 
has she sprung into real life; and Hermo- 
polis has become one of the most important 
towns of the Augean, while the older, smaller 
town, principally inhabited by Roman Catholics, 
has retained by way of distinction from its 
younger rival the name of Old Syra. There 
seems to have been in classical times a single 
capital, homonymous with the island, and called 
Syros. The ‘“‘city of the Syri” is mentioned 
in an inscription in Boeckh’s ‘ Corpus’ (2347 k). 
I do not mean to deny that Syros had any other 
inhabited places, for the various ruins on the 
island and several names of places that sound 
like ancient Greek prove the contrary. When, 
however, Ross concluded, from the fact that in 
the tribute lists of the Delian Confederation the 
name of the Gryncheis occurs between those of 
the Syri and Rhenwzi, that thereby the inhabi- 
tants of a townin Syros are meant, he fell 
into an error which Boeckh had already dis- 
posed of by showing that the Gryncheis lived in 
Eubcea. . 

The homonymous chief town of the island 
occupied the same site as the Hermopolis of the 
present day, so that, as in Athens itself and in 
other places, the ruins of antiquity are mixed 
with the modern town. This has happened to 
such an extent that Ross, in his ‘ Reisen auf 
den Inseln des Aegaeischen Meeres,’ could write 
that ‘‘ the ruins of the old city have almost en- 
tirely disappeared in the modern buildings of 
Hermopolis.” But if at Hermopolis no impor- 
tant monuments of antiquity are to be seen, that 
by no means implies that the old town or even 
the island is altogether bare of ancient ruins. 








Near the harbour of the present city, on the hill 


of Katalymata, the remains of a town wall are to 
be seen, and at the same spot there are remnants 
of a cistern and other less interesting relics. On 
the Moraitinis square, perhaps the market-place 
of the ancient city, a bust of the Emperor 
Hadrian and several inscriptions, among them 
one in honour of Berenice, were found long ago. 
East of this square one detects clear traces of an 
ancient theatre. Also outside the town, espe- 
cially at St. Michael, Galissais, and Phinikas, 
ancient ruins and inscriptions have been found. 
These scanty remains of ancient days have been 
supplemented by a discovery which promises, 
when further excavations are made, to prove 
very interesting. Near a bridge on the road 
which leads to the cemetery there came to light, 
in consequence of heavy rains, some tombs. 
The Minister of Education was informed of the 
fact by the School Director. The moment 
the first grave was opened, in December last, 
the explorers were fortunate enough to find 
a gold ring, a scraper, an ivory vessel with a 
long handle, two small ornaments, one of 
bone, the other of bronze, three skeletons, of 
which one lay immediately below the other two, 
&c. No coins were met with. The construc- 
tion of the grave itself was quite of the common 
type of Roman times. 

I should have scarcely mentioned such a dis- 
covery as this had it occurred in the neighbour- 
hood of Athens ; what has induced me to notice 
it is not the importance of the objects found, 
but the locality. We are already rich in dis- 
coveries in almost all parts of Greece. What 
has hitherto been frequently lacking has been 
an exact knowledge of the sites of the discoveries. 
Archzology would be much more advanced in 
Greece than it is could we have before us a well- 
constructed, trustworthy archzologico - topo- 
graphical map of the localities of discoveries. 
Such a map would not only serve as a prelude 
to further excavations, but it would also pre- 
serve important points as to the topography of 
the localities of ancient civilization, and indi- 
cate as far as possible the importance and extent 
of the old sites. But that the construction 
of such a map must take account of those 
names of places which refer to antiquity or 
include an element of antiquity can be best 
shown by the names of places in Syra. The 
name Katalymata (Karadvyara), for in- 
stance, mentioned above, is obviously significant. 
Does not the name itself of the little harbour 
Grammata indicate that the cliffs there are 
covered with inscriptions, the publication of 
which we owe to the energy of a deserving 
young man, K. Stephanus? In Syra we have 
a hill of Zeus (Tod Zia 7d Bovvi) and an 
Askelepieion ({xAn7). It is therefore a mar- 
vel that one did not earlier think of exca- 
vating at this spot where the graves were 
brought to light by the rain, for the piace is 
styled Mnematakia, that is, little grave. The 
journals of Hermopolis announce that the dis- 
covery is the more interesting as in a direct 
line from these graves lies. a beautiful, hitherto 
hardly known, ancient building, the southern 
side of which still rises to the height of three 
metres. It is of marble, and is said to belong 
to the flourishing times of ancient art.

late Mr. John T. Lucas. All the pictures have 
been given for this object, and amongst the 
contributors are Sir F. Leighton and Messrs. 
Calderon, Armitage, Pettie, and Marks. 

Lonvon topographers should take note that 
Oxford Market, a quaint half-Dutch group of 
buildings behind Oxford Circus, has disappeared. 
It was distinguished by a lofty louvre in the 
middle of a pyramidicalroof and other picturesque 
elements ; but it was not so old as it looked, 
having been built by Edward (Harley), Earl of 
Oxford, in 1731. Barry, the painter, who lived 
near it, ironically described it as the most classic 
market in London. 

THE private view of the exhibition of the 
Society of Lady Artists will be held on Saturday, 
March 12th. 

M. Dovstz, whose death was recorded lately, 
has bequeathed to the Louvre, in memory of his 
father, a picture by Gonzales Coques, represent- 
ing an assemblée in the mode of the seventeenth 
century, comprising portraits of all the members 
of the princely house of Arenberg. 

THE engravings, pictures, and drawings col- 
lected by Mr. Tom Taylor will be sold by 
Messrs. Christie, Manson & Woods on the 8th 
prox. The sale of Mr. J. W. Wilson’s pic- 
tures is appointed at the Hétel Drouot on the 
14th, 15th, and 16th prox. This collection is 
renowned for its Dutch masterpieces. 

Art the Observatoire, near the Luxembourg, 
Paris, a new museum will shortly be opened, 
containing pictures relating to astronomy, like- 
wise busts of astronomers and other savants of 
note, and medals, engravings, and photographs 
will be added to illustrate the phenomena of the 
heavens. Should not this idea be adopted in this 
country ? 

WE have received the following letter from Mr. 
A. Evershed :—‘“‘ From time to time paragraphs 
have appeared in the Athenewm having reference 
to the formation of a society of painter-etchers, 
and recently a prospectus has been widely dis- 
tributed amongst artists, from which it appears 
that it is proposed to hold an exhibition of 
etchings in March, and then, according to the 
resolutions contained in the prospectus, the 
provisional council, aided by three persons—two 
of whom are to be members of the Royal 
Academy—will elect the first fellows of the 
society from the contributors to the exhibition. 
We are not informed by the prospectus who the 
painter-etchers constituting the provisional 
council are. It would be satisfactory to the 
whole body of etchers to know who they are, and 
whether election into the society is likely to be 
open or governed by a clique. I venture to 
suggest that a much better method of election 
might be adopted ; for instance, every exhibitor 
might be allowed to vote. For this purpose 
a list should be placed in the hands of each 
exhibitor, and he should put his initials or 
a mark against the names of those whose works, 
in his opinion, entitle them to the fellowship. 
Election by the deliberate judgment of such 
a constituency would be far more valuable as 
an indication of merit than election by a self- 
constituted council.” 


THE new managers of the Paris Salon are, 
like our own legislators, making rules piecemeal. 
The lastis that “‘varnishingday,” contrary to prac- 
tice hitherto, is to be reserved to exhibitors only. 
The entrance fee on the opening (first) day is to 
be five francs ; on other days, asin former years, 
one franc, except on Sundays, when, of course, 
there will be nothing to pay. 

WE are threatened with another Viennese In- 
ternational Exhibition. The Kiinstler-Haus will 
be enlarged for the purpose. 

L’Italie of Rome, February 17th last, states 
the artists are preparing two grand masquerades, 
in order to compete for the 2,000 francs prize, 
each of which will be composed of nearly a 
hundred persons. 





Two panel pictures by Lucas Cranach were 
lately sold in Paris for 8,000 francs ; a picture 
by Chaplin, ‘ La Partie de Loto,’ sold for 4,000 
francs ; E. Lamie’s ‘ Une Incroyable,’ a water- 
colour drawing, for 1,000 francs ; Roybet’s ‘Un 
Gentilhomme sous Louis XIII.,’ 9,100 francs ; 
D’Epinay’s statue, ‘ Jeune Fille,’ 4,000 francs. 


Reavers of Froissart will remember that 
chronicler’s account of the terrible fate of mas- 
queraders of the court of Charles VI. of France 
during the festivities attending the wedding of 
Hugonin de Gensay, on the Tuesday (January 
29th) before Candlemas Day, in the year of grace 
1392, ‘‘at twelve o’clock at night in the ball- 
room at the Hétel de St. Pol.” The mas- 
queraders were clad in skins covered with flax, 
attached with pitch, to represent hair, and the 
place was lit with torches. The king forbade any 
one to bring the lights near the players ; but the 
Duke of Orleans, entering with a new company 
with torch-bearers, had the ill fortune to set on 
fire a dress worn by a player who was chained to 
his companions. In a moment there was a 
terrible struggle. The king was saved by the 
Duchesse de Berri, who threw the skirt of 
her train over him; Le Batard de Foix, Le 
Comte de Joigni, and two others were burned to 
death, and all Paris was horrified. Just such an 
accident happened the other day at Munich to 
some masqueraders, who had attired themselves 
as Esquimaux.

CRYSTAL PALACE.—Schubert’s Third Symphony. 
St. JAMEs’s HALL.—Mr. Charles Halle’s Orchestral Con- 
cert.—Popular Concerts. 


Scuusert’s Third Symphony, in p, which 
formed the special feature of interest at last 
Saturday’s concert at the Crystal Palace, 
shows a very marked advance upon his first 
and second. It is true that, as is remarked 
in the analytical programme, we do not find 
the same great strides as between the second 
and third symphonies of Beethoven; but this 
is readily to be explained by the fact that 
Schubert’s symphonies followed one another 
at much shorter intervals. For example, the 
present work was begun exactly two months 
after the completion of the Symphony in 
B flat, and a considerable resemblance of style 
might naturally be expected. The perceptible 
advance of which we have spoken is ob- 
servable to some extent in the themes of the 
work, but far more in the freedom of the 
treatment. It is evident that with each new 
attempt in the symphonic style the young 
composer gained confidence, and wrote, so to 
speak, witha firmer pen. In the Third Sym- 
phony, though we still miss the Schubert of 
later years, we see much less distinct traces of 





the influence of Mozart and Haydn. The 
introductory adagio, which precedes the first 
allegro, is rather suggestive of Beethoven 
than of the older masters, while the allegro 
itself is as full of charming melody as 
anything which the composer ever wrote, 
Here, as in the earlier works, we find that 
charming conversational style in the treat. 
ment of the wind instruments of which 
Schubert may be considered the inventor: 
and the music is surprisingly fresh, in spite 
of the occasional appearance of old-fashioned 
passages in the tuttis. The allegretto, which 
takes the place of the slow movement, is ag 
quaint as it is simple, and in its general cha- 
racter not unlike Haydn; while the min 
again, has more individuality and no legs 
charm. But the crown of the work is un- 
questionably the jfinale—a kind of tarantellg 
of wonderful fire and vigour, which seems 
to foreshadow the movements of a similar 
character which Schubert subsequently 
wrote for his great Quartets in D minor and 
G major, and for his Piano Sonata inc minor, 
In his treatment of his final movements, 
Schubert approaches Beethoven rather than 
Mozart and Haydn; for with these composers 
the finale is frequently (with, of course, some 
conspicuous exceptions) the least remark- 
able part of the work; while Schubert 
mostly reserves his full strength till the 
close of the composition. The symphony 
given on Saturday is one which may well 
stand on its own merits as worthy of a place 
from time to time in the Crystal Palace pro- 
grammes. Two other novelties were given 
at the concert on Saturday. Reinecke’s 
Concertstiick in G@ minor, for piano and 
orchestra, was admirably played by Miss 
Helen Hopekirk, an excellent pianist, who 
has more than once appeared at the Palace 
with great success. The composition is well 
constructed, and brilliantly written for the 
soloist ; but its themes are not interesting, 
and the general impression produced by it 
was decidedly heavy. The other novelty 
was a selection from Brahms’s last set of 
Hungarian Dances, orchestrated, with the 
composer’s sanction, by Dvorék and Parlow; 
two numbers were given, both of them very 
short and very charming. The vocalists on 
this afternoon were Miss Damian and Signor 
Foli, and Beethoven’s Symphony in F con- 
cluded the concert. 

The second of Mr. Charles Halle’s concerts 
at St. James’s Hall was especially noteworthy 
from its bringing forward for the first time 
in London an important orchestral work by 
Mozart—the Serenade in p, known as the 
‘Haffner’ Serenade, from the fact that it 
was composed in 1776 for the wedding fes- 
tivities of Elizabeth Haffner, one of Mozart’s 
Salzburg friends. There are few of Mozart’s 
works less known to the general public, or 
even to professional musicians, than his 
twelve serenades—a circumstance which is 
to be accounted for by the fact that the 
majority of them had never been published 
until last year, when Messrs. Breitkopf & 
Hiirtel issued them in their new edition of 
Mozart’s complete works. Yet among them 
are to be found gems of the first water 
—compositions bearing as distinctly the 
impress of the composer’s genius as the 
symphonies in E flat or @ minor. 
serenades differ in many respects from 
the symphonies. Instead of the customary 


four symphonic movements, it is no ul- 
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on thing to find in the serenades 
9 or eight besides which we meet with 
far greater variety in the instrumental com- 
pinations than is customary in the sym- 
honies. Three of the serenades are for 
wind instruments only, two of the three, by 
the way, having been recently heard at the 
Monday Popular Concerts; another has 
nothing but strings and kettle-drums in the 
score ; some are for small, others for large 
orchestras; and there is as much variety in 
the forms as there is in the instrumentation. 
The serenade brought forward by Mr. Halle 
last Saturday is laid out on the largest scale ; 
it is in eight movements, and occupies very 
nearly an hour in performance. A portion of 
the work had been previously published at 
Leipzig as a symphony ; but only five of the 
eight movements were included in the early 
edition, and even these were very incorrect. 
The score is not very large ; oboes, bassoons, 
horns, and trumpets are the only wind instru- 
ments, the oboes being in some of the move- 
ments replaced by flutes. But no one knew 
better than Mozart how to produce much 
effect with a few instruments; and the 
orchestration throughout is full of charm- 
ing and characteristic touches. Three of the 
movements (the first andante, minuet, and 
rondo) have a solo violin obbligato, and are 
treated more in the concerto than in the 
symphony style. The serenade contains 
no fewer than three minuets, the first two 
having one trio and the third two, all three 
being most happily contrasted in character 
though almost identical in form. The 
second, entitled by Mozart ‘ menuetto 
galante,”’ is an old-fashioned and stately 
dance measure, while the first and third are 
more modern in spirit. An innovation in 
form is to be found in the fact that Mozart 
has put the rondo as the fourth of the 
eight movements, instead of in its usual 
place as the finale. The whole work can be 
described as thoroughly Mozartian from 
the first bar to the last; the character of the 
melodies and the tenderness of the andantes 
reveal their composer on every page. The 
performance of the work under Mr. Halle’s 
careful direction was admirable, the only 
drawback to perfect enjoyment being the 
painfully disagreeable tone of the first oboe, 
to which so important a share of the music 
is allotted. The violin solo part was played 
to perfection by Madame Norman-Néruda, 
and the whole serenade, in spite of its 
great length, sustained the attention of the 
audience to the end. Goldmark’s ‘ Rustic 
Wedding,’ which opened the concert, 
was repeated ‘‘by desire.” We see no 
reason on a renewed hearing to modify the 
opinion expressed of the work after the 
previous performance. Beethoven’s Triple 
Concerto in c, for piano, violin, and violon- 
cello, is so seldom heard in public as to 
almost deserve the name of a novelty. The 
reasons for its neglect are probably twofold : 
itis a thankless and very difficult work for 
the string players, especially for the violon- 
cellist; and it is also one of the weakest 
and least interesting of Beethoven’s com- 
oo Though splendidly played by 
lr. Halle, Madame Norman-Néruda, and 
Signor Piatti, it failed to excite any enthu- 
slam on Saturday. The introduction to 
‘Lohengrin’ and Svendsen’s Second Nor- 
wegian Rhapsody completed a rather too

‘Childhood of Clirist’ is to be given for the 
first time in London. 

The rentrée of Herr Joachim at the Popular 
Concerts was, as usual, signalized by an 
immense attendance, and the display of 
enthusiasm which its recipient must now 
regard as a matter of course, if not of right. 
We need not for the hundredth time dilate 
upon the qualities which have gained for 
this artist a unique position in the ranks of 
executants. It will be more to the purpose 
to declare that he never afforded ampler 
evidence of the possession of these qualities 
than on Monday evening at St. James’s Hall. 
There are many concerted works in which 
other violinists might, and probably would, 
prove equally satisfactory in the position of 
leader; but in Beethoven’s quartets, and 
especially in the later ones, Herr Joachim is 
simply incomparable. The Quartet in co 
sharp minor, Op. 132, which opened the 
programme on Monday, is not, perhaps, the 
finest of the set generally, though errone- 
ously, entitled posthumous, but it is as 
exacting asany of them. The players must 
in turn exhibit breadth of style, passion, 
sentiment, and even humour, and it is impos- 
sible to imagine the varying moods of the 
composer more aptly expressed than on this 
occasion by Messrs. Joachim, Ries, Straus, 
and Piatti. The performance was indeed 
magnificent, andthe audience happily appre- 
ciated it at its full value. Later in the 
evening Herr Joachim introduced a selection 
of Brahms’s new set of Hungarian Dances, 
namely Nos. 15, 17, 18, and 20, as tran- 
scribed by him for violin and pianoforte. 
These trifles are no less piquant and charm- 
ing than the earlier set, one or two numbers 
of the latter excepted. It is worthy of 
remark that while the arrangements for 
orchestra and for violin and piano have 
gained general acceptance, Herr Brahms’s 
original version for two performers on the 
pianoforte is almost unknown here. Friulein 
Marie Krebs must be warmly commended for 
her very thoughtful and artistic rendering of 
Beethoven’s Sonata in z, Op. 109, a work 
that might perhaps be considered somewhat 
beyond her means. Haydn’s Quartet in a, 
Op. 17, No.5, was included in the programme, 
and the vocalist was Mr. Oswald, who sang 
a fine air, ‘‘ Vittoria, Vittoria,” said to be by 
Carissimi. Next Monday will be an occasion 
of special interest, as Madame Clara Schu- 
mann will make her reappearance, and 
play Schumann’s ‘ Etudes Symphoniques.’ 








Musical Gossip. 


Tue works announced for performance at Mr. 
Dannreuther’s third Musical Evening on Thurs- 
day week were Dvorak’s Trio in G minor, Op. 26; 
Grieg’s Sonata in G, Op. 13, for piano and 
violin ; and Beethoven’s Trio in B flat, Op. 97. 
The executants were Herr Ludwig, M. Lasserre, 
and Mr. Dannreuther, Miss Annie Butterworth 
being the vocalist. 

Mr. Ganz has issued the prospectus of his 
coming series of orchestral concerts, which are 
to be given at St. James’s Hall on Saturday 
afternoons, April 30th, May 14th and 28th, and 
June 11th and 25th. The list of important 
novelties or revivals from which a selection will 
be made is a very long one, including composi- 
tions by Berlioz, Gluck, Hiller, F. von Holstein, 
Franz Lachner, E. de Mihalovich, Joachim, 
Raff, Reinecke, Rheinberger, Rubinstein, J. S. 
Svendsen, Alice Mary Smith, W. Taubert, A. G. 
Thomas, H. Vieuxtemps, and the Abbé Vogler. 





It will be obviously impossible within the 
limits of five concerts to give the whole of 
the works enumerated in the prospectus; but 
two are definitely promised which will be of the 
highest possible interest. At the first concert, 
on April 30th, Berlioz’s symphonie fantastique, 
the ‘Episode de la Vie d’un Artiste, is to be 
given for the first time in England, while for the 
second concert the same composer’s ‘Romeo 
and Juliet’ is announced. The excellent per- 
formance of Berlioz’s ‘ Harold’ Symphony under 
Mr. Ganz last season warrants the anticipation 
that we shall hear at least a fairly adequate ren- 
dering of the very difficult works which he 
intends to give. More than this it would hardly 
be just to expect, when we consider how few 
rehearsals are generally possible for an orchestral 
concert in London. In addition to the two 
pieces just named, Gluck’s ‘ Orpheus’ (we pre- 
sume the complete opera) is to be given at the 
third concert, on May 28th. 

A PERFORMANCE of Prof. Macfarren’s first and 
most generally popular oratorio, ‘St. John the 
Baptist,’ was given by the Albert Hall Choral 
Society, under the direction of Mr. Joseph 
Barnby, on Thursday week.

THE WEEK. 


Gaiety (Morning Performance).—Revival of ‘The Busy* 
body,’ a Comedy in Five Acts. By Susannah Centlivre. 


How great vitality is possessed by our 
older comedy, or, at least, by that portion 
of it which still holds possession of the 
stage, may be inferred from the reception 
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at the Gaiety of Mrs. Centlivre’s bustling 
play, ‘The Busybody.’ Of those who take 
part in the representation now given, one 
actor alone can claim to have had anything 
approaching to an adequate experience of 
genteel comedy. During nearly forty years 
Mr. Howe took part in those revivals at the 
Haymarket which, though frequently un- 
satisfactory, kept alive a light of tradition 
which without them would have burned 
out. Mr. Everill and Mr. Lionel Brough 
have probably had some experience in the 
country. The majority of the actors, how- 
ever, with Miss Litton at their head, in 
attempting seventeenth or eighteenth cen- 
tury characters, make what is practically a 
‘‘leap in the dark.” Under these conditions 
the fact that the performance is exhilarating, 
besides speaking for the care that has been 
bestowed, furnishes a high tribute to the 
worth of the play. 

‘The Busybody’ is, indeed, one of the 
brightest comedies of intrigue our stage can 
boast. Improbability in a work of this 
eminently artificial character is a fault 
easily condoned. This, however, is not the 
only defect of Mrs. Centlivre’s play. There 
is about the dialogue no quality beyond 
vivacity, if we except an absolutely incon- 
ceivable indecency, every trace of which has, 
of course, to be removed when the work is 
now produced. A conversation such as that 
in the first act between Miranda and Patch, 
when they overhear the proposal of Sir 
George Airy to Sir Francis Gripe to pay 
fifty guineas for an interview with his ward, 
would startle a Palais Royal audience of 
to-day. Innuendo was, in the opinion of our 
author, an absolute waste of ingenuity, 
the crudest phraseology being apparently 
the best. The characters, though drama- 
tically effective, are with one exception to 
be found in the works of previous writers. 
The one exception even — Marplot — can 
scarcely be called original, since it is, in 
fact, but an alteration of Moliére’s Etourdi. 
Bright, however, and vivacious in the 
highest degree the play is, and its per- 
formance at the Gaiety will reward a 
visit. Miss Litton plays Miranda very 
effectively. Not too agreeable a personage 
is Miranda in spite of her cleverness. 
While in Moliére the tricks by which dis- 
honest guardians are foiled and thwarted 
are due, with one or two striking excep- 
tions, to masculine humanity, in Mrs. Cent- 
livre it is the women who play the 
most active part in strategy. So uncon- 
scionable a wretch as Sir Francis Gripe 
deserves treatment no better than he obtains. 
A poor prospect for a husband, according to 
the standard of morality in Mrs. Centlivre’s 
days, is held out by a woman so fertile in 
strategy and so plausible in manner as the 
heroine. Miss Litton hides the hardness of 
the character behind a species of mirthful 
enjoyment that takes off what is most 
repellent.
